12.     m.  TEELE  TO  DIRECT  ECONOMIC  STJEVEY  OF  lEEI CATION  PROJECT. 

An  agricultural  and  economic  survey  of  the  proposed  Baker  irriga- 
tion project,  Baker  Co-anty,  Ore.,  is  to  be  made  by  this  department  at  the 
request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.    R.  P.  Teele,  as  chairman  of  a 
departmental  committee,  will  have  general  charge  of  the  investigation  and 
•  the  prepara.tion  of  the  report  to  the  Secretary.     In  addition  to  an  eco- 
pomic  survey  by  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,   the  investigation  will  in- 
iclude  a  soil  survey  by  the  B-oreau  of  Soils  and  an  agricultural  engineering 
•survey  by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.    Mr.  Teeie  will  leave  Washington  the 
latter  part  of  this  week,  and  will  make  nis  headq^aar ter s  at  Baker,  Ore., 
during  the  prcgx^ess  of  the  work. 

3 .     COTTON  DIVISION  SHOWS  LARGE  MOK^Y  RETLIRNS  FOR  MONTH . 

Cotton  unsuitable  for  the  official  standards  and  loose  tufts  gath- 
ered from  the  standardization  room  were  baled  and  the  2l6  Dales  of  cotton 
thus  obtained  have  just  been  sold  by  the  Cotton  Division  for  $22,102.^1, 
Cotton  purchased  in  the  field  for  use  in  making  up  the  standards  occasion- 
ally fails  to  meet  requirements  when  examined  in  the  specially  lighted 
rooms  of  the  division,  and  therefore  has  to  be  rejected.    This  rejected 
cotton,  together  with  the  loose  pieces  discarded  in  the  process  of  fitting 
the  samples  into  the  boxes  is  baited  and  whsn  several  hundred  bales  have 
accLimuiated,  bids  are  requested  and   the  lot  sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Money  obtained  in  this  v*?ay  is  used  for  piorchasing  other  cotton  for  prepar- 
ing standards. 

During  the  month  of  September,  993  boxes  of  standards  and  110  types 
for  length  of  staple  were  prepared.     Total  receipts  for  these  standards 
amomted  to  $5,083.00. 

U.     EDUCATIONAL  COURSES  FOR  1923-2^  AJINOUNCED. 

Preliminary  annoioncement  of  the  educational  work  offered  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  1923-2U  has  just  been  issued.     Lectures  will 
start  next  week,  and  each  course  will  consist  of  two  lectures  per  week,  at 
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U:30  p.m.  -unless  otherwise  arranged.     Tuition  will  he  $23.00  per  year  per 
CQ-orse  or  $1S.OO  per  term  -  shorter  co-orses  in  proportion. 

The  2.nno\^r:cement  states  that  of  the  courses  outlined  and  others 
suggested  by  tn?  pre  iimi.mry  registration,   it  will  probably  be  possible 
to  offer  ten  or  twelve  of  those  indicated  as  most  desired. 

General  courses  may  be  had  in  the  following  subjects:  Accounting 
principles;  Elements  of  stati stical  methods;   Library  science;  Cataloging 
and  reference;  and  Glass  blowing  technique.     Advanced  courses  include: 
Credit,  currency  and  prices;  Principles  of  animal  breeding;  Principles  of 
anii^al  pathology;  Eui^al  sanitation;  Advanced  economic  enDoncAogy;  Plant 
physiology;  Plant  cytology;  PlaxH-t  geography;  Soiany  in  relation  to  plant 
culture;   Bacteriology;   Theory  of  analytical  chem;isti-y;  i^.dvanced  physical 
chemistry;  Advanced  statistical  methods;  and  Physics  of  the  air.

^.  A.   Schoenfeld,  who  presided  at  the  coTjncil  meeting  yesterday 
morning,  anno^anced  that  the  council  would  continue  to  hear  of  the  outstand- 
ing pieces  of  work  of  divisions.    Division  leaders  who  had  not  haa  an  oppor- 
tunity to  report  a.t  the  meeting  v/eek  before  last  were  allowed  tne  three- 
minute  period  yesterday  morning. 

The  establishment  of  hay  grades  and  a  ^miform  inspection  service  for 
hay  were  the  most  important  accomplishments  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Di- 
vision during  the  past  year,  W.  A.  Wheeler  stated.     The  application  of  the 
grades  in  the  large  hay  markets  of  the  country  has  demonstrated  that  some 
modification  of  the  grades  may  be  desirable.     Intensive  work  on  the  timothy 
and  clover  hay  will  be  mder taken  with  a  view  to  determining  what,   if  any, 
changes  should  be  made  in  the  federal  grades.    Work  looking  tov/ard  the  es- 
tablishment of  grades  for  alfalfa  hay  will  be  started  this  winter,   so  that 
next  sumner  the  necessary  field  work  can  be  done. 

In  the  standardization  activities  01  tne  Live  Stock,  Meat  and  Wool 
Division,  the  promulgation  of  wool  grades  was  the  most  prominent  feature, 
C.  V.  Whalin  said.     He  also  stated  that  considerable  progress  had  been  made 
in  the  standardizat-ion  of  meat  grades  and  that  a  bulletin  defining  the 
grades  from  an  educational  standpoint,  not  as  a  specification  proposition, 
had  been  sent  to  the  printing  office.     The  United  States  Shipping  Soard, 
the  Pennsylvania  Bailroad  and  others  are  using  our  meat  grades  with  appar- 
ent satisfaction.     Live  stock  grades  need  to  be  more  clearly  defined  to 
avoid  certain  mi s\mder standings  which  have  developed  in  sections  not  covered 
by  our  market  reporting  service.     Ediicational  work  in  this  direction  will 
be  one  of  the  tasks  of  the  immediate  future. 

With  reference  to  the  market  news  service  of  the  division,  Mr.  Whalin 
pointed  out  that  the  special  service  rendered  the  range  states  was  being 
well  received. 

Standardization  of  graphic  methods  and  statistical  practices  in  the 
preparation  of  statistics  for  bulletins  and  yearbooks,  Dr.  Stine  believes 
to  be  among  the  salient  features  of  the  work  of  his  division.     In  reporting 
on  progress  made  in  price  analysis,  Dr.   Stine  said:    "I  think  a  oasis  has 
been  established  for  forecasting  prices  with  perhaps  not  a  very  high  degree 
of  accuracy  yet,  but  the  future  seems  hopeful  for  being  aole  to  determine 
fairly  definitely  what  the  price  outlook  for  a  year  is."    Progress  has  also 
been  made  in  revising  index  nw.bers  and  in  developing  the  world  crop  re- 
porting service.    An  agricultural  sui'vey  of  the  Danube  Basin  has  been  made, 
and  in  the  year  to  come  a  suxvey  of  agi^icultui-a  1  conditions  and  markets  of 
France,  Germany,.  Poland,  Denmark  and  Bussia,  will  be  undertaicen .     A  balance 
sheet  on  agricult^ure  in  the  United  States,  giving  the  total  net  returns  to 
farmers  of  all  agri  cult-oral  products  they  sell,  computing  at  the  same  time 
the  value  of  agricultural  products  exported,  and  showing,  if  possible,  the 
expenditures  of  the  agricultural  producers  for  all  the  things  they  have  to 
buy,  is  another  piece  of  work  Dr.   Stine  hopes  to  complete  within  the  year. 

Gathering  co st -of -product! on  records  on  some  2S,000  individual  farm 
enterprises,  covering  practically  every  farm  proauct  we  produce,  was  one  01 
the  big  pieces  of  work  of  the  Cost  of  Production  Division,  according  to 
R.  H.  Wilcox.     Other  important  phases  of  the  ^vork  of  his  division  include 
a  stuay  of  the  economics  of  range  production  in  Colorado  and  Tei^as  and  the 
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compilation  of  a  cost  index  of  farm  crops.     'Tl^.e  latter  p.-o,3ect  is  conducted 
in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Live  Stock  Estimates.  Tairing 
the  next  year,  Mr,  Wilcox  sta\.ed  that  his  division  will  concentrate  on  two 
projects.     One  of  them,   in  cooperation  v.rith  other  divisions,  will  "be  a 
study  of  the  margins  of  cost  and  cf  profit  from  prod-jcer  to  conbumer  of  New 
Jersey  peaches.     The  other  will  he  a  study  of  the  economics  of  cotton  pro- 
duction. 

J.  Clyde  MaTCiuis  stated  that  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the 
Division  of  Information  are,   first,   the  creating  of  a  feeling  on  the  part 
of  the  public  in  general  that  this  oureau  is  a  source  of  reliable  informa- 
tion, and  second,   studying  how  we  can  best  disseminate  that  information  to 
bring  aonut  the  results  we  desire  to  accomplish. 

Dr.  Gray  anno-onced  the  co^jrses  to  be  given  by  the  Department  Graduate 
School,  a  s-ammary  of  which  is  given  in  a  separate  item. 

Reclassification  ana  the  v^rork  of  the  Personnel  Division  was  aiscussed 
by  F.  J.  Hughes,  v;ho  asked  tha.t  the  divisions  take  up  their  personnel  prob- 
lems wi'ch  him  first  so  that  conta,cts  vnth  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
Office  of  Inspection  and  other  units  may  be  made  through  the  Personnel  Di- 
vision. The  Personnel  Section  is  also  a  section  for  the  employe  as  well  as 
for  the  official  and  employes  are  at  liberty  to  go  to  the  Personnel  Officer 
for  assistance  in  ironing  out  their  difficulties. 

Mr.  Iviarquis  spoke  about  the  preparation  of  manuscripts  for  bulletins, 
and  made  this  pointed  suggestion  -  that  authors  avail  themselves  of  the 
services  of  the  editor  at  the  very  earliest  stages  of  preparation,  rather 
than  to  wait  until  the  bulletin  has  been  written  ana  then  ask  the  editor  to 
put  the  finishing  touches  on  it  and  hui^ry  it  along.    Another  suggestion  was 
that  graphs  to  accompany  manuscript  could  be  done  in  pencil  and  be  in  a  form 
to  be  criticized  and  changed,  if  desirable. 

S.     READ  THIS  BUT  DON'T  WEEP  -  BOWL.

1  •     CEOP  STATISTIC  1 TO  IvlFET  AT  INDIMAPOLIS . 

The  statistical  conference  on  crop  and  livestock  estimating  called 
by  this  bureau  to  be  held  at  Indianapolis,  Ocoobc-r  2?.,   23  and  24,  will  be  • 
attended  by  officials  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  ii^st  inate  s, 
officials  of  other  divisions  interested  in  crop  and  livestock  estimating 
work,  and  agricultural  staoi  sti  cians  of  the  northern  and  eastern  Sta-tes. 
The  meeting  will  be  he  la  in  the  Senate  Chamber  of  the  State  Capitol  and  an 
address  of  welcome  will  be  made  by  the  Governor.    Among  those  not  corinected 
with  the  department  who  will  attend  the  meeting  are  Nat  C.  M-array,  former 
Chief  Statistician,  and  now  statistician  for  Clements,  C^jrtis  &  Company, 
Chicago;   B.  W.  Snow,   statistician  for  ^rtlett,  Frazier  &  Company;  and  Prof. 
G.  I.  Christie  of  Purdue  University.     Between  33  ^'^'^  ^'-0         will  be  in  at- 
tendance at  the  conference.     The  following  representatives  from  the  Wash- 
ington office  will  participate:     W.  A.  Schoenfeld,  W.  F.  Callander,  Joseph 
A.  Becker,   S.  A.  Jones,  L,  M.  Harrison,  Charles  E.  Gage,  H.  R.  Tolley,  B.  B. 
Smith.  0.  E.  Baker,  and  L.  H.  Bean. 

The  program  will  include  a  general  statement  about  future  prospects 
and  discussions  of  statistical  methods  used,  methods  of  estimating  acreage 
and  the  nunber  of  cattle  and  sheep  on  feed,  checks  for  livestock  produc- 
tion reports,  and  other  subjects  deaJ.ing  v^^ith  our  estima.ting  and  forecast- 
ing activities.    Mimeographed  copies  of  the  program  may  be  obtained  from 
the  BiTision  of  Crop  Estimates. 

2.     DESIKABILITY  OE  MODIFYING  HAY  GRADES  TO  BE  DETERMINED. 

United  States  official  standards  for  hay,  as  recommended  by  the 
Secretary  last  November,  are  now  being  studied,  and  in  the  light  of  knov/1- 
edge  gained  through  nearly  a  yearns  use  by  the  trade,   the  bureau  v/ill  de- 
termine whether  any  modifications  of  the  grades  are  desirable,  and  if  so, 
what  changes  should  be  made.     Any  modifications  which  may  be  made  will  be 
in  conformity  with  the  best  commercial  practice,  and  it  is  pointed  out  by 
W.  A.  Wheeler  that  the  grades  should  encourage  production  of  better  hay, 
as  well  as  facilitate  the  merchandising  of  hay. 

For  the  p^orpose  of  studying  the      grades,  Maurice  C.  Niezer,  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Ind .  ,  has  been  given  a  tempo:.-ary  appointment  a  s  Consulting  Special- 
ist in  Hay  Standardization.    Mr.  Niazer  has  been  a  member  of  the  National 
Hay  Association  since  it  ivas  organized  about  3^  years  ago.    He  was  presi- 
dent of  the  association  dm-ing  190S-9  and  has  been  chairman  of  the  grades 
committee  of  the  association  for  the  la.st  12  years.     In  view  of  his  con- 
nections and  experience,  it  is  believed^t}^|^J  ^l^^^ade"^^^^®^  quali- 
fied man  to  bring  to  the  bureau  the  attituae^/and  the  results  of  the  work  of 
the  National  Hay  Association. 
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3.     AT  THE  BUREAU  CGUbTCIL. 

In  discussing  the  research  activities  of  the  o-oreau,  William  A. 
Schoenield,  Assistant  Chief,   stated  that  oxir  economic  work  aivided  itself 
into  fiela  and  laborai:ory  research,  much  of  v;hich  was  of  a  statistical 
nat-'ore.     He  cited  as  ei-amples  of  economic  research  certain  corcmodity  mr.r- 
keting  siudirs  which  h.e.ve  been  completed  and  results  of  which  are  being 
prepared  for  pul'll  ^-a-t:!  on .     Am.T;}g  tn9S9  he  mentioned  the  milk  ma-rke ting 
studies  in  the  upper  eastern  Stp-tes,   fruit  and  vepje table  marketing  studies, 
and  cotton  mc-^rketing  studies.     He  also  emphasized  tlie  grade  and  standardi- 
zation inve st4  gD.tionai  work  which  he  considered  of  major  interest  to  the 
commodity  divisions  of  the  oureau. 

Mr.   Schoenfeld  pointed  out  that  with  the  exception  of  the  Brjeau  of 
the  Census  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  and  the  Weather  Bureau  of  this 
depsrtm-ent,  ours  was  the  largest  statistics-producing  bureau  in  the  Federal 
Government . 

In  answer  to  the  criticism  that  nas  been  made  of  the  work  of  the 
b-u-^eau  to  the  effect  that  it  published  figures  harmful  to  the  prcaucers 
but  beneficial  to  the  trade,  Mr.   Schoenfeld  feels  thai:  the  critics  are  no 
doubt  ujiinformed  regaro-ing  the  sta.ti sties  or  have  misinterpreted  them.  He 
is  of  the  opinion  that  forecasts  of  demand  for  agricultural  products  will 
be  helpful  to  farmers.     The  bureau  is  tui:ting  considerable  effoi't  into  re- 
search on  methods  of  forecasting  demand  and  several  successful  studies  have 
been  ^undertaken  in  this  field. 

Mr.   Schoenfeld  summed  up  his  remarks  by  stating  that  his  major 
activity  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  coordination  of  the  marketing, 
farm  mane^gemem:  and  crop  estime/ci?ig  work. 

Eor  the  coming  year  he  expects  to  stress,  in  addition  to  the  economic 
coD3riodi  ty  marketing  studies  and  the  coordinating  work  with  the  several 
bra.nches  of  the  bmeau,  the  research  work  in  connection  with  the  standardi- 
zation and  establisiiment  of  grades  for  farm  products.    Pending  the  time 
w^hen  some  one  ha.s  been  definitely  designated  to  unaertake  the  extension 
activities  of  i:he  b-uj:'eau,  Mr.   Schoenfeld  will  devote  &  portion  of  his  time 
to  this  field. 

Mr.  Tenny,  who  presided  at  the  council,    spoke  of  the  necessity  for 
uniformity  in  titles  throughout  the  bui-ea.u.     Some  of  ow  men  sigta  letters 
over  the  -title  "In  charge,  "  but  do  not  Indicate  \'\?ha.t  line  of  v/ork  they  are 
in  charge  of,  hence  when  the  letter  is  w^ritten  upon  bureau  letterhead,  the 
addressee  meiy  apisume  that  the  official  is  in  charge  of  the  bures.u.  Mr. 
Tenny  a.ppointed  Messrs.  Marquis,  Kitchen  and  Valgren  to  make  a  study  of  the 
titles  in  use  in  .the  bi;reau  and  report  to  the  cccncil. 

R.  C.  Potts  was  very  enthusiastic  over  the  World's  Dairy  Congress 
■and  the  exposition  in  connection  with  the  congress  held  at  Syracuse.  He 
stated  that  ^3  countries  were  represented,  and  over         papers  contributed 
to  a  program  whi  ch  was  most  sati  sf ;y'i.ng. 

W.  A.  Sherman,  who  arrived  from  Florida  at  5:40  a.m.,  reported  that 
he  had  held  numerous  conferences  with  various  officers  of  the  Florida  Citrus 
Exchange  and  independent  shippers  of  citvus  fruits  and  celery.     He  stated 
that  it  seems  likely  that  the  greater  pa^t  of  the  Florida  celery  crop,  prob- 
ably about  U,000  cars,  may  be  shipped  this  winter  under  government  grades 
and  inspection.    An  initial  order  to  inspect  about  ~i  ,000  cars  of  oranges' 
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and  grape fru-i. t  had  just  "been  received  from  an  independejit  dealer.     In  re- 
ferring to  official  g-^adeB  for  oranges  and  gra.pe fruit  on  which  his  division 
has  "been  worL-ing  recently,  Mr.   Sherman  said  that  the  grades  would  be  ready 
for  reco]miendat:^on  not  later  than  November  1.    Robert  Bier,  who  accoirpanied 
IVIr .   Sherman,   is  spendj-ng  another  week  in  Florida,

The  Southern  leased  wire  ci:-G-ji.t  will  be  extended  from  Atlanta  to 
Jacksonville,  effective  Uoverrb-jr  1.     The  drop  will  be  locp.ted  in  the  office 
of  the  Florida  Sta'ce  Burcari  of  Markets  which  will  arrange  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  nnrket  reports  throughout  the  State. 

The  Mid-west  circuit  which  heretofore  had  been  almost  wholly  devoted 
to  the  handling  of  li'/e stock  traffic  has  been  eztanded  from  Chicago  to 
Washington  in  order  to  provide  better  service  to  the  west  coast  and  to  elim- 
ioate  some  of  the  congestion  on  the  central  circuit  between  Washington  and 
Chicago.    The  livestock  and  dairy  traffic  is  moving  over  this  new  extension 
and  the  fruit  and  vegetable  and  other  b-ai"ea.u  traffic  is  being  hc.ndled  on 
what  is  Imov^Ti  as  the  central  circuit.     Tiie  Min;.:eapclis-St .  Paul  extension 
from  Chicago  has  oeen  transferred  to  the  new  circuit . 

5.  DR.  GALFIN  POINTS  WAY  TO  E5T?ZS  OOUUTPY  II '.FE. 

To  enable  farmers  to  enjoy  modern  schools,   libraries,  hospitals,  and 
recreation  centers  seems  less  a  qiiestion  of  per  ce,pita  wealth  and  ixicome 
than  it  is  a  problem  of  group:! ng  rural  communities  so  that  the  cost  is  dis- 
tributed among  the  largest  possible  number  of  people,  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin 
pointed  out  at  the  Fa^rm  Home  Conference  at  P^.i.~aue  University,  October  11, 
He  cautioned  hi^  hearers,  however,  that  groupings  of  taxing  areas  for  such 
purposes  should  not  be  too  large. 

"The  consolidated  school  mo vemient  points  the  way  for  other  institu- 
tions in  rural  districts,"  Dr.  Galpin  sa-id.     "To  enable  farmers  to  afford 
modern  grade  schools  it  was  necessary  to  make  the  school  districts  larger. 
A.  similar  method  for  the  support  of  libraries,  recreation  centers,  hos- 
pitals and  high  schools  can  probably  be  worked  out."

Mr.  Valgren  has  been  vvith  the  department  since  Feor-oary,  19^3,  '•vhen 
he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Burai  Ci-ganization,  then  a  part  of 
the  Office  of  Markets  and  Em^al  Organi::at1  on,  which  later  became  the  Bureau 
of  Markets.     For  several  years  he  gave  his  attention  exclusively  to  problems 
of  agricultural  ins-arance. 

About  five  years  ago  when  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  was  reorgan- 
ized, the  wor3^  in  insurance  was  ta]ien  over  by  that  office.

gren's  project  vvas  changed  to  Agricultural  Finance.     The  work  of  this  pro- 
ject pertains  partic^jlarly  to  credit,  insLirance  and  taxation,  as  affecting 
the  farmer. 

Vi'hile  with  the  department  Mr.  Vslgi-en  has  prepared  a  n-amber  of  oulle- 
tins  on  the  subject  of  fire,  hail  and  crop  insui^ance  for  the  farmer,  as  well 
as  on  rural  credits,    A  number  of  his  articles  have  been  published  in  out- 
side publications  s^ich  as  tne  monthly  bulletin  of  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Agricult-ore  at  Rome,   the  American  Economic  Review  ana  the  Jo-ornal 
of  Insurance  and  Financial  Statistics.     Some  of  his  public  addresses  njay  be 
found  in  the  minutes  of  the  National  ±i.ssociation  of  Mutusl  Insurance  Com- 
panies, as  well  as  in  those  of  a  number  of  state  associations  of  farmers' 
mut-oals  and  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Casualty  ^xctuarial  Society.    Mr.  Val- 
gren worked  closely  with  those  in  charge  of  arafting  the  Agri cult'oral  Cred- 
its Act,  and  one  of  the  outstanding  pieces  of  v;ork  of  his  division  is  its 
contribution  toward  the  enactment  of  this  law. 

PALMER  RETURNS  FROM  ABROAD. 

Arthur  W.  Palmer,  Cotton  Specialist,  returned  to  the  office  last 
Monday  after  his  three -months '   study  on  the  ground  of  the  cotton  situation 
in  England  and  on  the  continent,  adoption  of  American  standards  for 

grade  is  meeting  with  general  satisfaction,  Mr.  Palmer  reports.    He  states 
that  sentiment  for  standards  for  length  of  staple  has  not  yet  crystallized, 
although  the  need  for  such  stanoards  is  felt  by  many  of  the  leading  European 
spinners. 
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Mr.  Palmer  accompaniea  I.ir.  Tenny  to  Englana.  last  July,  and  after  Mr. 
Tenny's  retiirn  zo  the  States,  Mr.  Palmer  visited  London,  Paris,  Home,  Trieste 
Vienna,  and  Zurich  to  interview  leading  cotton  merchants,  officials  of  spin- 
ners' federations,  and  others  regarding  the  adoption  and  use  of  universal 
standards  for  iknerican  cotton.    He  sailed  from  Southampton  on  the  President 
Filmore,  October  5,  decking  in  New  York  City,  October  15.  ■ 

In  commenting  on  the  foreign  coti:on  situation,  Mr.  Palmer  said:  ^ 
"Renewed  efforts  are  "oeii.g  Liade  by  the  Briti  sh  trade  to  encourage  the  grow- 
ing of  cotton  in  other. parts  of  the  world,  in  view  of  the  high  price  of  the 
American  product.     Cotton  from  r-ra-zil,  Argentina,  and  Australia  is  oeing 
bought  willingly  by  2ngi~ sn  spinners,  but  production  in  these  countries  will 
rot  be  sufficiently  large  to  constitute  an. important  factor  in  world  cotton 
trade  for  at  least  ten  years  is  the  opinion  of  a  number  of  cotton  men. 

"Failure  of  the  South  to  produce  a.  large  crop  this  season  and  the 
resulting  high  prices  have  been  very  discouraging  to  the  Lancashire  mills 
which  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  revive  their  business  in  India  and  the  Far 
East.     The  purchasing  power  of  the  people  of  these  countries  has  been  meas- 
urably reduced  since  1920  while  the  high  prices  of  cotton  fabrics  that  have 
obtained  in  the  past  two  years  have  brought  about  a  lowered  standard  of 
dress.     Tlie  effect  of  this  doubly  adverse  sit'oation  has  fallen  most  heavily 
on  the  Manchester  grn-ap  of  mills.     Fine  goods' mills,   spinning  for  the  most 
part  Eg^'ptian  cotton,  appear  to  be  operating  more  profitably  than  mills 
running  on  American  cotton,  whereas  on  the  continent  the  reverse  is  true. 

"The  position  of  the  continental  mills  as  a  whole  is  much  better  by 
comparison.    Prospects  in  Germany  this  year  were  for  much  smaller  purchases 
of  cotton  than  last  year.     On  the  other  hand,  considerable  im.provement  is 
noted  in  Italy,  Austria,  and  Czechoslovakia.     Orbing  to  the  ^uncertainties  of 
exchange  and  the  general  resistance  to  increasing  prices,  the  tendency  of 
all  of  E^jxope  is  to  'oxiy  on  a  day-to-day  basis." 

General  business  conditions  in  all  of  Central  E-jrope  outside  of  Ger- 
many are  considerably  improved,  Mr.  Palmer  reports.    He  stated:  "British 
banks  in  this  territory  have  reoccupied  their  pre-war  field  and  credit  is 
now  generally  available  for  business  p-iurposes.     Business  is  some?;hat  ham- 
pered, ho7;^ever,  because  credit  is  furnished  by  these  banks  in  pounds,  where- 
as purchases  of  Anerican  cotton  have  to  be  paid  for  in  aollars,   so  that 
spinners  in  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia  are  subjected  to  the  risks  involved 
in  exchange  fluctuation,  and  the  extent  to  which  business  may  avail  itself 
of  the  credits  offered  is  limited.     Business  men  in  Vierxia  express  regret 
that  American  banks  have  not  been  more  ready  to  establish  themselves  in  that 
territory. " 

3 .     TENTATIVE  STMDA5DS  FOH  CIGAR-LEAF  TOBi'-CCO  ATOPTED  BY  LAPGE  ASSOCIATION . 

Standards  for  Connecticut  Broadleaf  tobacco,  prepared  by  the  Tobacco 
Standardization  Section  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  have  been  adopted  as  the 
official  standards  of  the  Connecticut  ■'"alley  Tobacco  Growers  Association. 
The  October  13th  issue  of  The  Tobacco  Leaf,   the  most  representative  leaf 
tobacco  trade  joui^nal,   states  that  the  grades  as  adopted  zy  the  Connecticut 
Pool  appear  to  be  very  complete  and  to  give  the  ouyer  a  better  Imowledge  of 
the  character  and  q_uality  of  the  tobacco  in  question  than  any  system  nither- 
to  devised. 
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The  system  of  gradirxg  was  vvorked  out  by       !b.  V/iikinson  and  Ot-co 
Olson,  and  is  dssigr.ed  to  indicate  tiie  group,   q.uality,  color  and  lengtli  cf 
tobacco , 

Grades  for  V71sconsin  cigar-leaf  tobacco  have  also  been  worked  out 
accnrd1-ng  to  the  same  system.     They  will  be  used  by  the  Northern  V.'isconsin 
Co-f^perative  Pool  and  several  independent  packers  during  the  coming  v/inxer. 

^.     AT  THE  BUREAU  COUJCIL. 

Iniform  piocediore  in  establishing  grades  for  the  commodities  this 
bureau  is  endeavoring  to  standa,rdize  will  be  followed  in  future  work  along 
star.dardi nation  lines,  as  far  as  practicable.    Mr.  Teriny,  who  presided,  an- 
nounced tiiat  it  is  his  p-arpose  to  have  all  standardisation  workers  get  to- 
gether and  discuss  and  agree  upon  standardised  gra-des  before  they  are  pro- 
mulgated or  in  any  way  made  puDlic, 

The  hour  yesterday  morning  v/as  devoted  oo  a  discussion  by  E.  C. 
Potts  of  the  tentative  United  States  graaes  for  eggs.    Mr,  Potts  described 
what  an  egg  is,  explained  the  tentative  grades,  and,  with  the  assistance  of 
J.  M.  Borders  and  Sob  Slocun  gave  a  demonstration  of  the  candling  of  eggs. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  commercial  qioali ty  of  edible  eggs  is  determined  by 
condition  of  the  shell;   size,  location  and  condition  of  the  air  cell;  con- 
dition of  the  yolk  and  white;  extent  of  development  of  the  germ  and  presence 
of  mold  development  and  foreign  material  within  the  shell.     Size,  color, 
weight  and  flavor,  while  of  secondary  importance,  are  also  considered. 

Mr.  Tenny  requested  that  v/orkers  in  commodity  divisions  dealing  vvith 
standardisation  problems  confer  among  txiems^lves  and  with  Mr.  Potts,  and 
that  they  suomit  to  him  wi  thin  ten  days  a  critical  analysis  of  the  tenta- 
tive grades  for  eggs.    As  another  step  in  the  direction  of  getting  into  com- 
plete agreement  within  the  burf=^au  before  g^-ades  are  promulgated,  Mr.  Tenny 
said  that  after  these  memorandums  are  received  Dy  him  a  conference  will  be 
held  in  the  executive  office  attended  by  IVIi' .  Potts  and  his  staff  and  rep- 
resentatives of  other  divisions  when  all  of  the  analyses  submitted  will  be 
reviewed . 

Each  commodity  divi  sion  leader  who  is  working  on  standardisation  was 
asked  to  submit  to  Mr.  Tenny  a  statement  sho-wir^g  just  v/hich  conmodities  they 
have  standardized,  and  vvhether  such  standards  are  mandatory,  permissive  or 
tentative.     These  statements  are  to  be  filed  oy  Miss  Sherman  and  tne^v  are 
to  be  kept  up  to  date  by  divisions  concerned,   so  that  the  bureau  will  have 
a.t  all  times,  in  one  file,  complete  information  of  the  standardisation  re- 
sults up  to  date . 

5.    NOTED  SCULPTOR  COMMENTS  ON  DR.   OALPIN' S  WORK. 

"The  big  thing  to  be  done  and  I  feel  that  Dr.  Galpin  is  reaching  for 
it,   is  to  stimalate  the  desire  that  exists  in  the  great  west,  to  add  beauty 
to  the  home  life,"  Gut son  Borglum,  well-known  sculptor,   states  in  a  letter 
to  A.  W.  Hopkins,  College  of  Agriculture,  at  JVIadison,     In  referring  to  con- 
ditions as  they  exist  in  America  today,  Mr.  Borglum  states,   "Vvhat  quaint- 
ness  there  may  have  oeen  in  Colonial  days,  has  disappeared.    What  freshjiess 
and  drama  that  accompanied  the  adventure  of  the  pioneer  in  their  plains' 
life,  a  generation  ago,  has  also  gone  from  your  district — yes,  almost  left 
the  west. 
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"2o,  if  you  want  to  introduce  beauisy  into  the  suxroiondings  of  modern, 
uB-chTne  "bound,  n-uLan  beings,  you  will  prohabiy  find  it  will  come  in  some 
way,   tnrough  the  increased  leisvLre,   through  increased  pleas^ure,   through  the 
development  of  parks  and  the  translation  into  the  surroundings  of  their 
lives  of  symbols  that  record  their  his^,ory  and  their  labors." 

Mr.  Eorglum  believes  that  Dr.  Galpin  is  not  thinking  so  much  about 
what  art  will  do  for  agriculture,  as  he  is  thinking  aoout  bringing  to  agri- 
culture an  increa.se  of  ha:;piuess. 

Among  the  mo-^e  prominent  works  of  art  by  Mr.  Borglun  are:  the 
colossal  figuies  of  the  t./elve  apostles  for  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine, 
New  York;  Sheridan  mcnument,  Washington;  a.nd  head  of  Abre.ham  Lincoln  in 
rotunda  of  Capitol. 

6.     IKT^EEST  IN  ECONOMIC  ^KASES  OF  EXTENSION  WOEK  INC]:<EASES. 

H.  i.I.  3ixon,  who  recently  returnea  frf^m  a  trip  to  some  of  the  V^e stern 
States,  reports  an  increased  interest  in  the  economic  pnases  of  extension 
work.    Ke  states  that  Director  iviaris  of  Oregon  has  recently  sent  to  press 
a  bulletin  entitled  "An  Extension  Progiam  for  Oregon"  in  which  he  is  placing 
particular  em;ohasis  on  the  economic  siae .    At  the  siimmer  conference  of  ex- 
tension workers  in  Colorado  a  state  agrimltural  policy  or  code  was  adopted 
to  govern  extension  activities  for  the  five-year  period  beginning  January  1, 
1924.     The  Departm.exit  of  Economics  and  Sociology  is  now  busy  getting  to- 
gether economic  facts  to  oe  used  in  that  connection.     The  e.'.tension  service 
in  Montana  has  recently  puulishea  oulletin  No.  66,  entitled  "Dry  Farming 
in  the  North  Central  Mountain  Triangle''  oy  M.  L.  Wilson.     Tnis  cuUetin 
deals  with  factors  for  successfal  farming  in  txiat  region. 

Farm  mnagemen  c  extension  leaders  in  the  states  visited  by  Mr.  Dixon 
are  benaing  their  energies  toward  formulating  a  more  definite  program  to 
improve  the  economic  conditions  of  the  farmer.     Leaders  in  farm  management 
extension  work  in  the  Western  States  have  given  consiaerable  study  to  the 
program  worked  out  by  a  comnittee  for  use  in  the  corn  belt  States,  and  feel 
that  in  the  main  this  same  program  can  be  adopted  a.nd  used  in  the  western 
district. 

T-     FIELD  PAYROLLS. 

Early  in  September  a  number  of  telegrams  were  received  in  Washington 
from  field  representatives  inquiring  about  August  salary  checKs.  Careful 
inquiry  indicates  that  in  one  or  two  instances  there  was  sufficient  delay 
to  justify  an  inquiry  by  the  field  representative.     In  most  instances,  how- 
ever,  the  telegraphic  inquiry  served  no  purpose,   -  only  caused  additional 
work  and  loss  of  time  in  checking  to  ascertain  if  and  when  the  check  in 
question  wvas  mailed.    I^reover,  field  representatives  should  bear  in  mind 
that  the  incurring  of  telegraphic  charges  in  making  such  inquiries  is  con- 
trary to  the  fiscal  regu.lations  of  the  department.     Such  delay  as  did  occur 
in  forwarding  the  August  checks  ras  due  chiefly  to  Labor  Day  and  the  ab- 
sence of  two  employes  in  the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accouiits. 

There  is,   of  necessity,  a  definite,  alm^ost  invariable,  procedure  es- 
tablished for  tiie  nandling  of  the  many  payrolls  ana  pay  vouchers  received 
each  month.     The  field  payrolls  and  pay  vouchers  are  audited  in  this  bureau 
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and  forwarded  with  all  possible  dispatch  to  ohe  Disbursing  Office  of  the 
departinent  for  paj^.nent.     Payrolls  receive  preference  over  Form  3  vouchers. 
Further,   it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  checks  are  not  issued  in  this  bureau; 
all  checks  are  prepared  and  mailed  by  the  Disb-orsing  Office  of  the  depart- 
ment.   Excellent  service  is  received  from  tne  Disbursing  Office,  but  it  nay 
on  some  occasions,  as  is  the  case  with  the  oureau  auditing  section,  be  con- 
fronted with  unusual  difficulties  which  cause  some  delay. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  conditions,  however,  and  zo  avoid  delay, 
field  representatives  are  requested  to  prepare  and  mail  payrolls  and  pay 
vouchers  so  as  to  reach  Washington  not  later  than  the  ?Oth  or  21st  of  each 
month,  if  they  are  not  a  Ix^eady  doing  so.     The  Washington  office  should  be 
notified,  by  telegraph  if  necessary,  of  any  changes  or  corrections  affect- 
ing the  amounts  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  such  information  is  known.  Ascertain 
the  mailing  time  between  your  address  and  Washington  and  mail  youi^  pa^n-olls 
or  vouchers  in  time  to  reach  here  by  the  aates  mentioned,    iinother  important 
thing  to  remember  is  to  notify  the  Washington  office  promptly  of  changes  in 
address.     Some  of  the  telegraphic  complaints  received  were  found  to  be  due 
to  changes  in  address  not  having  been  reported.     Unless  advice  is  received 
to  the  contrary,  checks  are  obviously  mailed  to  the  address  shovm  on  the 
payroll  or  pay  voucher. 

By  forwarding  payrolls  ana  pay  vouchers  so  as  tc  reach  Wasnington  by 
the  dates  indicated,  notifying  the  Tv'ashington  office  of  changes  in  address, 
and  making  proper  allowance  for  holidays  or  Sundays  when  they  occijx,  at  the 
end  or  first  of  the  month,  io  is  believed  tne  necessity  for  telegraphic  in- 
quiry as  to  the  date  checics  were  mailed  -will  rarely  be  found  necessary.

Food  intended  for  cons'jmption  the  next  day  is  frequently 
left  over  night  in  desks  or  cases,  and  both  of  these  practices,  he  states, 
tend  to  encourage  the  presence  of  rats  ana  roaches,    ivir.  Eeese  calls  at- 
tention to  the  a'dminl  strati ve  regulations  which  expressly  prohibit  throw- 
ing fragoQents  of  food  into  waste  paper  baskets,  and  asks  that  food  to  be 
kept  over  night  be  enclosed  in  metal  or  glass  receptacles  tightly  covered. 
Charwomen  have  been  instructed  to  report  infractions  of  these  rules.

In 
Ohio,  Mr,  James,  in  cooperation  with  officials  of  the  agricultural  college 
and  the  Anerican  Fa,rm  Bureau  Federation,  completea  a  plan  for  the  market- 
ing of  Ohio  poultry  ana  eggs  through  a  cooperative  association  wnich  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  handling  eggs  and  poultry  sometime  dioring  the  coming  year. 
Plans  for  a  similar  organization  v/ere  discussed  by  poultry  producers  and 
agricultural  college  officials  in  Illinois.     In  Missouri  a  rather  thorough 
study  was  made  of  the  methods  used  by  the  Missouri  Farmers'  Association  in 
marketing  poultry  and  eggs.     This  association  has  nine  large  concentration 
plants  at  which  an  eiiormous  volume  of  eggs  and  poultry  are  handled  each 
year  for  over  7    000  member  s  of  the  association.    Mr.  James  states  that 
this  is  a  most  practical  demonstration  of  "v;hat  a  producer s-ov;ned-and- 
operated  cooperative  egg  and  poultry  marketing  association  can  ao  in  nan- 
dling  the  product  from  the  average  fan^a  flock.     Plans  are  now  being  made 
for  the  use  of  a  five-year  contract  and  it  is  expected  that  even  better 
results  will  be  obtained  under  the  contract  system.    Heretofore,   the  asso- 
ciation has  not  had  a  contract  -.v-ith  its  members,  their  relation  to  the 
association  being  voluntary.

Reports  of  intentions  of  farmers  to  plant  crops  are  to  be  issued 
(regularly  herea.fter  by  this  bureau  in  response  to  demands  from  famers  all 
,  over  the  country  that  the  service  be  continued  and  esq^nded.    A  report  on 
(Spring  planted  crops  will  be  issued  in  l'5arch  of  each  year,  and  one  on  fall 
sown  crops  in  August. 

This  service  was  started  last  April,  when  an  acreage  intentions  re- 
port on  cotton,  spring  wheat,  com,  oats,  barley,  flax,  Irish  potatoes , 
sweet  potatoes  and  tobacco  v^as  issued.    A  report  on  winter  wheat  and  rye 
was  published  August  I5. 

The  information  upOn  which  the  reports  are  based  is  received  from 
thousands  of  farmers  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  I\fe3:iy  of  these  farmers 
are  regular  members  of  the  department's  crop  reporting  staff,  who  have  for 
years  been  reporting  on  acreage  and  condition  of  crops,  and  upon  whose  in- 
forccation  part  of  the  crop  estimates  as  finally  published  is  based.  The 
intended  acreage  as  published  is  reported  by  these  farmers  for  their  own 
farms .

During  October  l6,600  bales  of  cotton  were  classified  and  certified 
by  our  Ne^  York  Board  of  Cotton  Examiners.    Of  this  nijmber,  15,200  bales 
were  delivered  on  futui-e  contracts.

F.        IRobb  returned  from  his  extensive  western  trip  Novein"ber  1,  On 
this  trip  he  visited  points  in  Ne'brasl^,  Colorado,  Utah,  California,  Wash- 
ington, and  Idaho,  in  the  interest  of  shipping-point  inspection  and  estab- 
lished cooperative  inspection  services  with  the  States  of  Nevada  and  Oregon 
covering  potatoes.    He  reports  that  the  work  in  general  is  increasing  great- 
ly in  vol-ume  and  that  the  service  is  becoming  more  efficient  at  all  points. 
The  point  of  greatest  interest  ".'as  the  denand  for  shipping^point  inspected 
cars  on  the  part  of  the  receivers.    At  many  points  shippers  frarJcly  stated 
that  they  v/ere  not  personally  interested  in  having  their  cars  inspected 
but  that  they  could  not  sell  any  other  kind. 

'Great  interest  is  being  ir^nifested  in  f.o.b,  auctions.     In  this 
method  of  sale,  cars  are  sold  in  distant  markets  solely  on  the  basis  of 
government  certificate  before  the  car  has  actually  left  shipping  point. 
This  miethod  of  selling,  which  began  with  cantaloupes  from  the  Imperial 
Valley  last  spring,  has  expanded  until  it  now  includes  practically  all  pro- 
ducts which  are  sold  on  grade  and  some  which  are  not, 

ilr,  Robb^s  trip  was  concluded  with  a  drive  across  the  State  of  Colo- 
rado in  company  with  S.  F.  Mcl^ane,  Supervising  Inspector  for  Colorado,  The 
apple  and  potato  sections  of  the  Western  Slope  were  visited.    Cold,  wet 
weather  has  int erf erred  with  the  digging  of  potatoes  and  much  field  frost 
was  being  fcrond  by  the  inspectors.     In  driving  from  !Ionte  Vista  to  Denver, 
Mr.  Eobb  and  Mr.  McZune  eixcuntered  a  heavy  snovv  storm  v/hich  at  places  al- 
most made  the  roads  impassable,  especially  as  it  fell  on  very  muddy  roads 
which  were  badly  c^it  up  follawing  two  days'  rain.    La  Veta  Pass  was  cover- 
ed with  almost  a  foot  of  snc-v.    The  car  was  mired  several  times  and  had  to

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6,  MISUSE  OF  THE  ^;OPJD  "DA?A". 

The  misuse  of  the  word  "data"  is  disc-assed  in  an  item  in  the  last 
issue  of  The  Official  Record.    At  the  request  of  the  Tiseers,  the  item  is 
quoted  in  full: 

"C.E. Tainan,  in  charge  of  the  pu-hlicity  ".vork  of  the  leather  Bureau, 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  .besetting  sins  of  American 
scientific  and  technical  writers— vis . ,  the  use  of,  the  word  'data*  as  a 
singular  noun — has  recently  invaded  Government  puh  11 cat ions  to  a  startling 
extent.     ^Data'  is  the  plural  of  the  word  *  da  turn-'  hence  such  expressions 
as  'much  data,'   'data  is,'  etc.,  are  quite  ins.dmis sable.     Incidentally,  it 
is  suggested  that  'datc-t'  is  a  somewhat  pretentious  word,  which  American 
writers  are  inclined  to  use  mtjich  more  often  than  necessary.    In  a  great 
many  cases  it  could  be  ■advantageously''  replaced  by  such  words  as  'inforrca- 
tion,'  'statistics,'  etc. 

Another  word  that  is  similarly  misused  is  'insignia,'  the  plural 
of  the  word  'insigne,'    The  latter  word  is  rarely  used  in  English,  but 
this  fact  does  not  justify  the  use  of  'insignia'  as  a  singular  nofon.  " 

7.  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS  NOT  THE  EOUIV/.LEI'IT  OF  CASH.  ' 

Government  transportation -requests  are  not  the  equivalent  of  cash, 
according  to  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.    This  railroad  sustains  the 
action  of  its  New  Orleans  agent  in  refusing  to  honor  a  transportation  re- 
quest for  a  summer  tourist  excursion  ticket,  which  is  sold  at  the  reduced 
rate  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  cash  in  advance, 

I>aring  the  month  of  September  last,  Grain  Supervisor  Stanfield  at- 
tempted to  pjirchase  from  the  Neiv  Orleans  ticket  agent  of  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral Railroad  a  summer  to^arist  excursion  ticket  from  Neiv  Orleans  to  Chicago 
and  return  on  a  Government  transportation  reqaest.    The  local  ticket  agent 
refused  to  honor  the  reqaest,  holding  that  the  sale  of  such  tickets  was 
conditional  upon  the  payment  of  cash  in  advance,  and  Ilr,  Stanfield  accord- 
ingly bo-aght  a  ro^ond-trip  ticket  costing  $13-^7  more  than  the  excursion 
ticket. 

-  This  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  Government  transporta- 
tion requests  are  cash,  or  i^ther  the  eqaivalent  of  cash.    The  Traffic  FMa- 
ger  of  the  department  called  this  particular  case  to  the  attention  of  the 
General  Passengsr  Agent  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.     The  agent,  in 
his  reply,  holds  that  the  reading  of  the  clause  in  the  published  tariff  is 
very  specific  in  that  the  fares  are  conditional  upon  payment  of  cash  in 
advance,  and  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  to  authorize  a  ticket  agent  to 
honor  a  Government  transportation  reqaest  for  summer  tourist  ticket  at 
fare  published  in  tariff  referred  to  v/culd  be  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  said  tariff. 

There  seems  to  be  no  way  to  compel  the  carriers  to  accept  Governmient 
transportation  reqaests  as  cash  in  such  cases.    Ho^Arever,.  the  Traffic  IVlana- 
ger  of  the  department,  in  commenting  on  the  case,  says  that  the  principle 
involved  will  be  further  considered,  and  if  anything  advantageous  to  the 
Goverment  develops  this  bureau. will  be  advised.

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1.     PEACT'ICAL  APPLICATION  OF  ECONOMIC  STlJLIES  TO 

CUEPENT  FPOBJElv^S  IS  PPESSINa  NEED,   CHIEF  SAYS. 

That  there  is  a  pressing  need  in  agriculture  for  men  properly  trained 
along  economic  lines  was  pointed  out  "by  Dr .  K,  C.  Taylor  in  his  address  "be- 
fore the  Jflth  annual  convention  of  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges, 
at  Chicago,  today.     The  Chief  outlined  a  series  of  courses  for  agr j  cult'oral 
college  students  calculated  to  train  students  to  discern  economic  facts  and 
their  inter-relationship,  and  then  to  reason  accurately  froni  these  "basic 
facts  and  forces  to  right  conclusions  as  a  oasis  of  action. 

The  courses  he  suggested  are.'     Economic  geography,  agricultural  his- 
tory, elementary  statistics  and  graphic  methods,   farm  inventories  and  ac- 
.ccui:its,  the  outline  of  agricultural  economics,  agricultural  statistics,  farm 
management  and  practice,  marketing  of  farm  products,  cooperative  marketing 
at  home  and  a"broad,  agricultural  finance,   land  problems,  ana  country  life 
problems,    Br.  Taylor  said-     "Let  the  student  commence  v;ith  the  first  semes- 
ter by  taking  economic  geography,   so  that  the  four  fact  co"arses  v/ill  be  out 
of  the  way  by  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year,  wnen  the  general  course  in 
agricultural  economics  should  be  given,  followed  oy  three  additional  courses 
elected  from  the  eight  specia-l  co-orses  mentioned." 

Regarding  the  demands  for  men  in  this  b-xreau,  the  Chief  said:  "This 
bureau  is  a  fact-finding,  grade -standard! zing,  information-giving  institu- 
tion.    In  this  bureau  men  are  needed,  for  e^^mple,  who  are  well  trained  in 
animal  husbandry  but  who  have  specialized  in  livestock  economics  and  are 
capable  of  entering  •;:he  v;ork  as  livestock  statisticians;  research  workers 
in  the  field  of  livestock  marketing  v/ho  are  able  -co  enter  the  large  markets 
as  a  part  of  the  livestock  market  reporting  service.     Other  men  are  needed 
who  have  had  good  training  in  those  sciences  underlying  the  production  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  and  -whose  special  training  in  economics  enables  them 
to  work  out  more  efficient  methods  of  markeTiing,  aid  in  establishing  com- 
mercial grades,  in  the  market  inspection  or  market  news  service,  etc.  Like- 
wise, men  of  similar  training  are  needed  for  each  of  the  other  important 
lines  of  crop  and  li ve stock  marketing. "    Students  specialized  in  the  field 
of  land  economics,  including  land  valuations,   land  tenure  and  land  owTier- 
ship  are  needed,  as  are  men  highly  tx^ained  in  farm  management  and  farm 
finance. 

Dr.  Taylor  emphasized  the  fact  that  a  pressing  need  of  i^ierican  agri- 
culture is  the  practical  application  of  economic  studies  to  current  agri- 
cult 'Ur  a  1  problems.     Ke  said-* 

"Eccnom.ic  studies  that  are  v;orth  while  look  toward  intelligent 
programs  of  action,     Tliey  should  lead  to  a  practical  and  profitable  program 
for  the  indi.vid^jal  farmer.    An  understanding  of  economic  forces  and  adequate 
up-to-date  information  re^rding  economic  facts,  which  should  be  provided 
constantly  by  public  sources,  give  the  basis  for  working  out  programs  oy 
each  farmer  and  for  making  intelligent  adjustments  of  farming  operations  to 
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changing  conditions.     Up-to-date  informaticn  interpreted  in  the  light  of 
"basic  econoiric  pri  a...iplc3  3  enables  the  farmer  not  only  to  choose  more  wisely 
what  he  should  produce  "but  also  to  select  more  wisely  the  time,  method  and 
place  of  iicarks  !::.n^-  his  product. 

''Ih^  smd^;  t^f  ocononiics  should  also  lead  to  practical  and  profit- 
able programs  of  action  for  groups  of  farmers.  Group  action  on  the  part 
of  farmers,  mde  effective  through  we  11-organi  zed  cooperative  institutions 
is  making  great  progress  today  .  Ultimate  success  depends  in  large  measure 
upon  not  only  the  intelligence  and  honesty  of  purpose  of  the  leaders  but 
also  upon  the  understanding  which  the  rank  and  file  in  the  organizations 
bring  to  bear  upon  the  problems  these  organizations  are  attemi:;t*ing  to  solve, 

"Economic  investigations  should  also  form  the  foundation  of  programs 
for  State  and  Fevleral  economic  legis'Jation  affecting  fc..r,iiers.     The  one  way 
to  eliminate  radial  economic  programs  and  radical  leadership  and  to  im- 
prove the  q-uality  of  the  agricultural  sts. ►•.e srfcvnship  of  this  co'ontry  is  for 
the  economists  to  take  an  active  and  leading  part  in  developing  sane  pro- 
grams of  action  that  will  get  re^i-jlts."

Mr.  Meloy  says  "It  is  ^j&tj  gratifying  to  have  such  a  man  as 
Nathaniel  N.  Thayer,  of  Barry,  Thayer  and  Company,  to  say  that  the  depart- 
ment' s  work  was  the  most  interesting  exhibit  he  had  seen."  Mr.  Thayer  was 
the  chairman  of  the  corcmittee  tnat  prepared  the  first  set  of  official  cot- 
ton standards.

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1.     ?LM  FOB  EMDLI^G  SU5PLUS  PRODUCTS  OUTLINED  BY  CHIEF. 


The  plan,  advocated  in  the  Northwest  and  favorably  mentioned  by 
the  Secretary  at  Chicago  last  v/eek,  for  establishing  eqiiality  for  agri- 
culture -under  the  protective  tariff  as  a  means  of  overcoming  the  agri- 
cultural depression  was  discussed  by  Dr.  Taylor  at  the  bureau  council 
jneeting  yesterday  morning.     This  depression,  the  Chief  pointed  out,  was 
ue  to  the  differences  between  the  prices  farmers  receive  for  their 
roducts  and  the  prices  they  pay  for  the  things  they  buy. 
I  Dr.  Taylor  said:     "liiere  are  three  lines  of  attack  that  can  be 

made  at  the  present  time  upon  the  agricultural  depression.    One  is  the 
long-time  attack  of  increased  efficiency,   some  readjustment  in  agricul- 
ture,  some  curtailment  of  agriculture  in  the  movement  of  farmers  from 
country  to  city  and  in  some  meas'ore,  dismantling  of  agriculture,  which 
means  the  dismantling  of  homes  as  well  as  farms. 

"The  other  two  lines  of  attack  center  definitely  upcn  the  wide 
discrepancy  between  the  prices  of  farm  products  and  other  products. 
There  are  two  "assaults"  that  can  be  made  upon  this  wide  discrepancy. 
One  is  the  enacting  of  legislation,  or  rather  the  repealing  of  such  laws 
as  give  industry  its  strategic  position  at  present  and  enable  it  to  re- 
tard deflation.     In  that  way,  prices  of  the  things  farmers  buy  can  be 
brought  more  nearly  to  the  level  of  the  prices  the  farmers  receive  for 
the  products  they  sell.    This  would  mean  repealing  iimiigration  legisla- 
tion and  tariff  legislation.     Increased  flow  of  labor  would  greatly  re- 
duce wages  and  increased  flow  of  products  from  other  countries,  through 
the  reduction  of  tariff,  would  reduce  the  ability  of  manufacturers  to  pay 
present  wages  because  they  would  not  have  a  protected'  market  in  which  to 
sell  their  products  at  high  prices.    Most  people,  looking  at  that  line  of 
attack,  are  inclined  to  object  strenuously  to  it  on  the  ground  that  the 
world,  outside  of  the  United  States,  is  in  a  demoralized  condition,  and 
to  throw,  at  this  time,  all  the  people  of  this  country  into  open  competi- 
tion with  the  peoples  outside  of  the  United  States  might  be  disastrous 
to  American  civilization.     So,  that  line  of  attack  is  not  being  followed 
up  very  vigorously.  " 

The  essence  of  the  plan,  outlined  by  the  Secretary  at  Chicago,  Dr. 
Taylor  explained,  is:   "An  adequate  protective  tariff  made  effective  through 
an  export  commission  to  handle  the  surplus  product  abroad,  merchandising 
it,  selling  it  to  the  people  who  want  it  and  helping  to  finance  their  buy- 
ing, as  in  the  case  of  Italy  or  other  countries  where  the  finances,  from 
a  long-time  point  of  view,  are  good.    By  this  method,  the  domestic  prices 
of  farm  products  would  rise  as  high  as,  but  not  above,  the  same  ratio 
which  existed  between  the  prices  of  farm  products  and  other  products  for 
a  five-year  period  prior  to  the  war.     In  disposing  of  the  surplus  of  a 
product  abroad  at  the  world  market  price,  which  would  be  appreciably  below 
the  domestic  price,   there  would  be  a  loss  which  it  is  proposed  to  cover  by 
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assessing  a  tax  upon  the  specific  larm  product  sufficient  to  cover  this 
loss  and  the  price  to  the  farmer  would  be  belov;  the  domestic  sale  price 
by  the  amo'jnt  of  the  tax.  'Ir.:  s  tax  would  be  a  press'ore  on  readjustment 
in  the  direction  in  which  we  think  readjustment  should  take  place,  that 
is,  tov;ard  those  lines  of  production  of  which  there  is  little  or  no  sur- 
plus for  exportation." 

Lr .  Taylor  pointed  out  xhat  the  people  of  the  Northwest  from  the 
Red  River  Valley  clear  through  to  the  Cascades  are  advocating  this  plan. 

Other  vSpea^k^rs  at  Co'Lincil  Meeting. 

V7.  A.  Schcenfeld  made  a  brief  statement  with  regard  to  filing 
systems,  and  was  followed  by  0 .  L,  Snow  who  referred  in  some  detail  to 
the  work  of  the  Section  of  Mails  and  Files.    He  outlined  the  procediore 
in  the  receiving,   sorting,  time -stamping,  routing,  recording,  distrib- 
uting, mailing,  and  filing  of  a  t^/pical  letter.    He  also  expressed  appre- 
ciation for  the  helpful  attitude  of  all,  and  called  attention  to  how  the 
work  can  be  expedited  by  further  cooperation  particularly  in  the  prompt 
handling  of  Secretarial  letters,   the  placing  of  divisional  initials  on 
return  envelopes  and  questionnaires,  and  tne  prompt  return  to  the  files 
of  correspond.ence  withheld  oy  divisions. 

F.  J.  Hughes  discussed  briefly  the  present  status  of  reclassifi- 
cation and  stated  that  the  work  is  proceeding  in  an  orderly  marmer .  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  bureau  and  department  are  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Reclassification  Board,  he  said.    As  the  work  proceeds,  questions 
will  be  taken  up  in  detail  with  divisions  interested. 

2.     LIVESTOCK  AMD  MEAT  MJgKET  REPORTERS  TO  MEET. 

Livestock  and  Meat  Market  Reporters  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool  Division  will  meet  in  ann^aal  conference  at  Kansas  City,  November  23 
and  2k.    Among  those  who  will  attend  from  the  Washington  office  are  C.  V. 
Whalin,  C.  E.  Gibbons  and  R.  D.  Conklin.    Messrs.  G-ibbons  and  Conklin 
left  Washington  November  17  for  St.  Louis  and  from  that  point  they  will 
go  to  Kansas  City  to  attend  the  conference,  thence  to  Omha,   St.  Paul  and 
Chicago,    At  the  latter  point  they  will  attend  the  International  Livestock 
Show  before  returning  to  Washington. 

Each  branch  office  representative  will  make  a  report  at  the  confer- 
ence in  which  the  progress  and  accomplishments  of  his  office  will  be  re- 
viewed.   Another  session  will  be  devoted  largely  to  the  technique  of  mar- 
ket reporting  and  utilization  of  market  ir^^crmaticn  and  carefully  thought- 
out  and  prepared  talks  will  be  given  by  each  one  appearing  on  the  program. 
Market  grades  and  standards  for  livestock  -"ill  oe  considered,  at  which 
time  the  following  que stions  wiir  be  debated: 

Should  we  h^ve  separate  standards  for  fed  cattle  ana  grass 
fa..t  cattle? 

Should  ^7e  ha-ve  separate  standards  for  native  and  western 
she  ep? 

Should  we  have  separate  standards  for  milk  fed  calves  and 
grass  calves? 

Should  we  have  separate  standards  for  milk  veal  ana  grass  veal? 

The  fourth  and  last  session,  to  be  held  Sat'orday  afternoon,  will  be 
largely  a  round-table  meeting,  especially  devoted  to  suggestions  and  re- 
marks by  all  for  the  good  of  the  service. 
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3.    EXTENDING  NEWSPAPER  DISTRIBUTION  OF  RIABKET  NEWS. 

To  assist  branch  office  representatives  in  preparing  their  re- 
leases in  approved  newspaper  style,  a  representative  of  the  Division  of 
Information  will  visit  "branch  offices  in  the  near  future.  Reports 
gathered  from  a  member  of  lea.sed  wire  offices  regarding  newspaper  con- 
tacts are  "being  studied  "by  the  Division  of  Information,  and  the  division 
will  cooperate  with  these  offices  in  strengthening  their  press  contacts. 

Prank  George,  of  the  Division  of  Information,  visited  our  offices 
at  Rochester,  Albany,  and  New  York  City  last  week  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending our  market  news  contacts  among  newspaper  men.     After  ascertain- 
ing the  particular  requirements  of  certain  New  York  publications,  he  com- 
pleted arrangements  with  them  to  use  more  bureau  material. 

Mr,  George  reports  that  nearly  fifty  daily  newspapers,  country 
weeklies  and  monthlies,  are  now  publishing  regularly  the  daily  and  weekly 
market  reviews  prepared  by  C.  L.  !Brov;n  in  charge  of  the  Rochester,  N.  Y,, 
fruits  and  vegetables  office.    Mr.  Brown  has  been  making  a  special  drive 
to  induce  editors  to  publish  the  reports  and  has  had  considerable  suc- 
cess.    In  doing  this  he  is  preparing  the  releases  in  the  approved  news- 
paper style  desired  by  editors,  by  writing  "leads"  in  the  first  para- 
graph that  give  the  reader  at  a  glance  the  higli  lights  of  the  market. 
Editors  are  busy  men  and  have  not  the  time  to  w^rite  their  own  stories 
out  of  the  mass  of  figures  contained  in  market  reports.    Mr,  Brown,  there- 
fore, is  putting  up  the  reports  in  shape  that  editors  can  use  "as  is"  in 
their  journals.     It  is  suggested  that  other  field  offices  emulate  Mr. 
Brown ' s  e  xamp le . 

Mr,  Brown  has  found  that  the  most  effective  method  of  selling  the 
service  is  to  interview  publishers  personally,  rather  than  to  try  to  do 
business  by  mail.     0.  D.  Miller,  of  the  New  York  office,   is  also  develop- 
ing newspaper  and  radio  contacts,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Farms  and  Markets, 

Farm  Bureau  publications  in  ik  Counties  in  up-State  New  York  re- 
ceive Mr.  Brown's  weekly  reviews.     Seven  daily  newspapers  at  Buffalo, 
Syracuse,  Rochester,  Utica,  Batavia,  and  Oswego,  as  well  as  22  country 
newspapers,  publish  the  daily  reports. 

To  reach  several  thousand  readers  at  one  stroke  through  the  col- 
■umns  of  newspapers  is  a  very  economical  and  effective  method  compared 
with  mailing  reports  to  a  similar  n^amber  of  individual  subscribers. 

k .     SPECIAL  GRAIN  M^IHDT  REVIEWS  BEING  ISSUED . 

Special  weekly  grain  market  reviews  are  now  issued  by  the  Grain 
Market  News  Service.  This  service  is  being  developed  in  the  Hay,  Feed 
and  Seed  Division  by  G.  A.  Collier. 

The  reviews  are  being  broadcast  by  radio  from  several  of  the  large 
broadcasting  stations  and  are  being  distributed  over  the  leased  wire  and 
by  mail  for  publication  in  trade  and  farm  journals  and  the  daily  press. 
They  are  also  available  to  any  agency  or  association  that  can  use  them 
in  its  marketing  work  or  give  them  further  distribution. 
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5.     AGP.ICULTUEAL  FINMCE  STUDIES  REPOETED  uTOH. 

What  the  Federal  Intermediate  Credit  EarJ^s  have  done  during  their 
first  six  months  of  operation  \7as  studied  by  Gordon  E.  Cadisch,  Assistant 
Economist,  Division  of  Agri  cult-oral  Einsnce ,  on  his  recent  visit  to  the 
Federal  Intermediate  Credit  Banks  of  St.  Louis,  Oimha,   SpoJsane,  Berkeley, 
and  Houston.     Information  gathered  at  these  banks,   together  with  reports 
from  the  remaining  institutions,   indicate  that  the  new  government  banks 
have  loaned  approximately  $32,000,000,  of  which  about  $2^,000,000  have 
gone  to  cooperative  ma-rketing  associations,  and  $6,000,000  to  cattle  loan 
companies,  agricultural  credit  corporations,  and  State  banks  and  trust 
companies. 

Loans  to  the  larger  cooperative  marketing  associations  have  been 
made  on  v;arehouse  receipts  secured  by  raisins,  cotton,  tooacco,  wheat, 
alfalfa,  and  red  top  clover  seed,  and  canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  Mr. 
Cadisch  reports.    The  Berkeley  bank  Vv'ill  probably  make  loans  on  rice  and 
dried  prunes. 

Of  approximately  $3,000,000  which  have  been  loaned  to  financial 
institutions,  about  $6,000,000  have  been  used  in  liquidating  paper  held 
by  the  War  Finance  Corporation,   State  banks  and  trust  companies,  and 
cattle  loan  companies.    Approximately  $2,000,000  h^ve  oeen  loaned  for 
development  and  prod-action  purposes.     The  introduction  of  dairy  cattle 
through  the  agricultural  credit  corporation  appears  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  factors  in  advancing  the  farming  interests  of  several  midv/estern 
and  fax  western  States,  Mr.  Cadisch  says.     The  assistance  being  given  to 
the  live  stock  industry  especially  in  Texas  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 
Live  stock  loans  are  expanding  rapidly,  although  cattle  loan  companies 
are  still  in  liquidation  and  la.rge  amounts  of  "frozen"  cattle  paper  are 
being  carried  by  the  local  bankers.     The  outlet  for  this  paper  through 
the  new  goverrEr.ent  banks  has  brought  great  encouragement  to  the  stock 
raisers,  he  reports.     Owing  to  the  drastic  liquidation  in  the  cattle  in- 
dustry, many  ranges  are  under  stocked.    With  a  more  promising  outlook,  it 
is  generally  believed  that  the  industry  will  soon  be  on  a  sound  financial 
basis. 

According  to  Mr.  Cadisch,  present  indications  point  to  the  follow- 
ing tendencies  in  the  operation  of  the  new  banks:  State  banks  and  trust 
companies  which  are  not  members  of  the  Federal  Reserve  system  are  rapidly 
seeing  the  advantages  of  rediscounting  with  these  institutions;  farmers' 
interest  rates  are  tending  to  lower  levels,  especially  in  the  Southwest; 
new  capital  is  being  introduced  into  comm^jnities  which  have  never  had  ade- 
quate financing  facilities;  and  cooperative  marketing  organizations  have 
been  given  still  further  encouragement  by  being  able  to  get  ample  funds 
at  satisfactory  rates.

An  open  competitive  examination  for  reference  and  bibliographic 
assistant  (foreign  doc^jmen-cs)  at  a  salary  range  of  $1,S00  to  $2, ^00- a  year, 
has  been  anno-jnced  by  the  Civil  Service  Comnission,    Although  women  may 
enter  the  examination,  men  are  desired  for  the  position  in  this  bureau. 

Announcements  stating  prereqi.iisite  requirement,  and  duties  and  giv- 
ing other  information  may  be  had  upon  application  to  the  Personnel  Section 
or  the  Civil  Service  Commission.

Representatives  of  eleven  range  States,  including  directors  of  ex- 
tension,  livec>tock  special.xst s ,  da.iry  specialists  and  extension  workers, 
participated  in  the  Western  Scates  Extension  Conference,  from  which  C.  V. 
Vi^halin  jus'c  rei.uirnei.     I'ne  pm-pose  of  irb.e  conference,  which  was  held  at 
Fort  Collins,  Co;.o.,  November  5-9,  was  to  review  extension  work  during 
the  -pc\st  year  and  to  map  ov-.t  a  program  for  the  States  represented,  up  to 
and  including  1930.     This  program  was  drawn  up  and  it  is  expected  a  copy 
will  be  received  in  the  of.fice  in  the  immediate  future, 

Hxe  compilation  of  a  raDge  handbook  vi^as  discussed,  Mr.  Whalin  re- 
ports, anri  it  v;?.?  ''.ecided  to  prepare  a  handbook  in  two  sections  -  one 
dealing  with  livestock  a.nd  the  other  covering  dairying.     It  will  be  issued 
in  form  for  ready  reference  by  county  agents  and  other  extension  v/orkers. 

Mr.  Whalin  met  with  corrmi-c tees  at  the  conference  and  discussed  the 
possibilities  of  extending  the  market  news  service  on  livestock,  including 
the  use  of  radio  in  disseminating  the  news. 

The  States  represented  were:     Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Idaho, 
Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington,  Wyoming,  and  Texas. 

s .    gove:pi^v1p:nt  ei-jtitled  to  lo^^st  transportation  rate  available . 

In  The  B.A.E.  Nev;s  of  November  6,  item  No.  7,  entitled  "Transporta- 
tion Reouests  Not  the  Equivalent  of  Cash,  "  told  of  the  refusal  of  an  agent 
of  the  Illinois  Central  to  honor  a  transportation  request  for  a  summer 
tourist  excursion  ticket. 

There  are  r.evcral  decisions  of  the  Comptroller  General  clearly  to 
the  effect  that  cash  stipu)a.tions  in  tariffs  do  not  apply  to  the  govern- 
ment and  that  the  furnirhing  of  transportation  on  a  government  request 
waives  the  cash  requirement,  our  accounting  office  advises.     These,  as  well 
as  other  decisions,  hold  that  the  government  is  entitled  to  the  lowest  rate 
available  for  the  service  furnished. 

The  account  of  the  Illinois  Central,  which  included  the  transporta- 
tion furnished  in  place  of  the  excursion  ticket  requested,  has  been  pre- 
pared for  submission  to  and  direct  settlement  by  the  General  Accounting 
Office,  and.it  is  believed  that  payment  will  be  made  on  the  excursion  rate 
basis. 

All  employes  who  travel  on  official  business  should  insist  on  se- 
curing the  lowest  rate  available  and  when  this  is  refused,  immediate  notice 
should  be  given  to  the  Washington  office.

Laws  of  the  different  States  relating  to  tax  on  gasoline  are  di- 
gested in  a  mimeographed  sl^itement  prepared  by  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor. 
Arizona,  Indiana,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania  and  South  Dakota  exempt 
the  Governmen-c  from  payment  of  the  tax,  therefore  employes  paying  tax  in 
these  States  will  not  be  reimbursed.     In  all  other  States,  employes  are 
authori::ed  to  pay  the  tax  when  incl^jded  in  the  sale  price  of  gasoline. 
Copies  of  the  Solicitor's  statement  are  available  for  distribution.  If 
you  have  not  received  a  copy,  make  application  to  your  head  clerk.

Illustrations  sutmitted  with  manuscripts  should  be  chosen  with  a 
view  to  good  reprodrc  bi  o'ti .     On^.y  those  should  "be  included  that  are  def- 
initely needed.     They  should  be  plp..ced  on  letter-size  sheets,  lightly 
pasted  on  the  corners  or  fastened  in  slits.     They  should  be  numbered  con- 
secutively, each  n:^mber  followed  by  a  legend. 

Wnen  several  pictures  are  to  be  reproduced  on  one  page,  a  letter- 
size  sheet  should  show  the  proposed  layout  in  pencil  with  approximate 
reductions.    Ne.^-ative  number  of  print  should  be  penciled  in  each  space. 
The  prints  themselves  should  not  be  attached  to  the  layout  sheet,  but 
sh'.vuld  be  moim'ced,  each  on  its  own  letter-size  sheet,  and  these  sheets 
should  be  fastened  to  the  layout  sheet.     The  layout  sheet  should  carry 
the  le  gend . 

Each  photograph  submitted  should  have  lightly  penciled  on  the  back 
the  legend  and  the  title  of  the  manuscript  it  accompanies  so  that  it  my 
be  identified  readily  if  mislaid. 

Illustrations  should  not  be  trimmed  too  closely.     They  should  never 
be  pasted  firmly  to  a  sheet  or  moamt.     They  should  never  be  attached  to  a 
sheet  that  carries  text. 

When  large  graphs  and  maps  are  submitted,  dummy  sheets  bearing  the 
legends  should  represent  them  in  the  manuscript,  and  the  legends  should 
be  fastened  to  the  origina.ls  as  well.     If  standard-size  reductions  of  the 
oversize  illustration  can  be  placed  in  the  m.anuscript,  an  advantage  is 
gained,  especially  when  the  manuscript  is  sent  to  other  bureaus  for  review. 

Attention  to  all  such  details  will  tend  to  facilitate  the  progress 
of  manuscripts  to  and  through  the  press, 

11.  INK  FOR  FOUNTAIN  PENS  AND  FIELD  STATIONS. 

A  saving  of  50  per  cent  in  the  cost  of  fountain  pen  ink  can  be  ef- 
fected by  making  the  purchase  in  q.-'oart  rather  than  4-ounce  bottles.  The 
Supply  Section  has  this  irik  in  quart  bottles  in  stock,  and  employes  in 
Washington  now  using  the  email  bottles  with  special  filler-stoppers  should 
return  such  bottles  to  the  Supply  Section  for  refilling  rather  than  request 
new  bottles  of  ir^k.     For  offices  in  the  Bieber  and  adjoining  buildings,  Mr. 
Duvall,  in  Room  U22,  Bieber  Building,  will  perform  this  service.    As  the 
quart  bottles  of  ir^k  cost  but  32  l/ 2  cents  on  contract,  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  ship  this  ink  to  field  stations  since  it  appears  that  similar 
ink  in  the  field  costs  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  q:aart.     The  ink  may  be  used 
for  general  writing  purposes  as  well  as  for  fountain  pens. 

12.  ENCLOSURES  TO  LETTERS. 

In  order  that  the  files  of  the  bureau  may  be  complete,  copies  of 
tables,   statements  or  other  enclosures  should  be  attached  to  the  carbon 
copy.     If  the  enclos-ares  are  bulletins  or  other  printed  matter  or  mimso- 
gi^aphed  or  multigraphed  material,  the  filing  of  duplicates  will  not  be 
necessary,  but  a  notation  regarding  the  enclosures  should  be  made  on  the 
carbon  copy  if  they  are.  not  specifically  referred  to  in  the  letter. 
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13,     CHIEF'S  COREESPOI^DENCE. 

Copies  of  letters  signed  "by  the  Chief,  the  Acting  Chief,  or  Assis- 
tant Chief,   should,  not  be  fiornished  to  any  one  by  members  of  the  bureau 
staff  without  first  taking  up  the  matter  with  the  Office  of  the  Chief. 
Because  some  letters  deal  with  questions  of  policy,  it  is  very  important 
that  the  Chief  or  his  assistants  should  determine  what  distri oution,  if 
any,   should  be  mde  of  such  letters.     The  rule  to  be  adopted,  therefore, 
will  be  that  no  correspondence  signed  by  the  Chief  or  his  assistants  shall 
be  considered  with  those  outside  the  bureau  except  through  the  Chief's 
office.

To  determine  the  relative  merit  of  methods  used  in  combating  the 
boll  weevil  under  different  soil  and  weather  conditions,  the  Division  of 
Crop  and  Live  Stock  Estimates  has  sent  out  200,000  copies  of  what  is 
3mc*-vn  as  a  Special  Boll  Weevil  Inquiry.     It  is  hoped  that  from  a  study 
and  comparison  of  the  experience  of  actual  farmers  and  practical  cotton 
growers,  the  b-iareau  may  learn  more  about  what  methods  of  growing  cotton 
profitably  have  proven  successful  in  spite  of  the  weevil  and  under  what 
conditions  certain  methods  s"acceed  or  fail. 

10.  MiU^TY  ESTi;.!ATES  IJ^  REPORTS  CC^ILZD. 

About  2000  forecasts,  estima-tes  and  reports  are  issued  yearly  by 
the  Division  01  Crop  and  Ljva stock  Estimates,     'itese  cover  7^  crops  and 
b  classes  of  livestock  as  well  as  many  economic  subjects.    Estimates  and 
reports  compiled  and  published  during  the  calendar  yes-r,  1923,  are  listed 
in  a  mimeographed  circular  just  released.    'This  circular  comprises  3^ 
pages  to  merely  list  the  reports  and  to  give  the  date  of  inquiry,  date 
completed,  and  date  a-^^ilable  to  public.     Copies  may  be  nad  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates. 

The  bulk  of  the  inquiries,  excepting  those  relating  to  prices, 
are  made  as  of  the  first  of  the  month,  and  the  results  are  tabulated  on 
or  before  the  eighth,  ninth,  or  tenth  of  the  month  and  released  "immedi- 
ately. "    ?v!onthly  live  stock  inquiries  are  tabulated  after  the  tenth  and 
prices  after  the  fifteenth.    They  are  released  immediately  on  completion, 
^nual  reports  are  made  at  the  same  time  each  year.    Estimates  are  niade 
by  States  and  assembled  to  make  United  States  totals.     The  State  reports 
exceed  U0,000  in  n^jmber. 

i>mong  the  special  estimates  given  out  during  the  past  year  are: 
Com  acreages  in  southern  States;   total  acreage  of  oats  cut;  q.-'jantity  of 
svveet  potatoes  in  public  storage;  land  used  for  pasture;  per  cent  of 
total  expenditure  for  fertilizer  spent  for  marjore ,   lime  and  other  fer- 
tilizers; movement  of  population  on  and  off  farms;   time  of  moving  on  or 
off  rented  farms;  changes  in  occupancy  of  rentea  farms;  and  average 
weight  per  head  of  sheep  slaughtered  on  farms.     Special  reports  have  in- 
cluded:   Reports  on  farmers'   intentions  to  plant  corn,  vv inter  v/heat,  bar- 
l^y,  rye,  cotton  and  tobacco;  and  reports  on  receipts  from  different 
sources  and  expenses  for  specified  purposes  on  individual  farms,  and  on 
cost  of  producing  eight  of  the  leading  crops.

1 2 .  TPMSPOPIATIOIT  BF^TWSEN  PLACE  OF  DUTY  AliD  APODE , 

On  November  2,  1923,  the  Com.ptroHer  General  modified  previous 
decisions  relative  to  transportation  between  place  of  lodging  or  where 
meals  are  taken  and  place  of  duty  so  as  to  allow  the  cost  thereof  to  be 
charged  as  transportation  instead  of  as  subsistence,  where  the  nature  and 
location  of  the  work  are  such  that  meals  and  lodging  cannot  be  secured  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  place  of  duty  and  the  place  is  inaccessible  except  by 
means  of  special  conveyance,        full  explanation  showing  the  necessity 
for  using  the  special  means  of  transpor-cati.cn,  and  stating  that  the  place 
of  abode  was  the  nearest  place  at  which  suosistence  could  be  obtained 
must  accompany  the  reimbursement  account  in  which  the  expense  ife  claimed. 

It  must  be  understood  -chat  Vv^here  the  travel  is  such  as  is  reqaired 
of  the  public  generally  in  goir.g  to  or  from  its  work,  or  is  only  made  for 
the  emiploye's  convenience,  the  cost  of  the  transportation  is  still  held 
as  an  expense  incidental  to  subsistence  e.nd  7/ill  be  charged  as  such.  In 
this  class  will  be  embraced  car  fare,  bus  fare  and  ferry  fare,  and  taxi- 
cab  hire  when  used  in  lieu  thereof. 

13 .  ACCOmiTING  PPOCErUx^E  SIMPLIFIED . 

As  a  means  of  simplifying  the  accounting  procedus^e  of  the  bureau, 
the  detailed  work  incident  to  the  o^oarterly  distribution  of  funds  will  be 
discontinued.

Taylor  -took  the  place  of  the  Secretary  on  the  program  of  the 
meeting  of  farmers  and  business  men  held  -under  the  auspices  of  the  TTestern 
]\^aryland  Chamber  of  Conmerce  at  Frederick,  Md.,  yesterday.     The  Chief  dis- 
cussed the  work  of  the  department,  particularly  the  economic  aspects  of 
the  work,  and  told  the  farmers  that  they  need  to  know  their  costs  of  pro- 
duction and  marketing  in  order  to  reduce  them.

The  annual  conference  of  the  memhers  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool  Division,  held  at  Kansas  City,  November  23  and  2U  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  and  constructive  of  its  kind  ever  held  by  the  division 
according  to  representatives  who  have  returned  to  Washington.

.-overnment  aid  to  agriculture..  Great  Britain 

"Is  British  agriculture  worth  while"  is  the  title  of  an  article  in  the  Round 
xable  for  June  1923.    The  article  like  all  others  in  this  journal  is  not  signed 
^■iut  the  editor  of  the  magazine  states  that  it  is  written  by  "an  observer  who  has 
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made  a  life-long  study  of  British  agriculture."      This  article  is  of  especial 
interest  in  viev7  of  the  issues  Trhich  have  been  debated  in  England  during  the 
last  month  in  preparation  for  the  general  elections  to  be  held  this  week. 
The  author  rzrites: 

"G-reat  Britain  is  the  one  and  only  open  market  for  food  in  the  T7orld. 
Every  surplus  of  food  is  directed  here.    Every  other  country  which  de- 
pends upon  an  export  of  food  has  to  organize  its  trade  ttrjard  this 
country.    It  is  true  that  certain  small  coimtries  like  Holland,  Denmark 
are  also  free  trade  countries >  but  as  they  are  f;ood  exporters  the  stre 
is  not  directed  toward  them.    It  is  not  only  that  food  exporting  coun- 
tries do  naturally  look  to  Britain  for  their  market,  but  if  they  have 
a  surplus  they  cannot  get  rid  of  it  anywhere  else,  whatever  the  price, 
So  definite  &nd  special  is  our  position  in  this  respect  that  certain 
countries  are  now  giving  their  producers  a  bonus  to  help  them  to  get  a 
footing  in  the  one  market,    AnstraiTa  and  South  Africa  give  a  bounty  o 
meat  exported  to  G-reat  Britain,  New  Zealand  Is  guaranteeing  its  fruit 
growers  against  losses  in  exploiting  the  English  market.    As  regards 
many  of  the  staple  articj.es  of  agricultural  x-'^ocl^''-C(5.;,  the  English  farmer 
has  to  meet  not  only  the  competition  of  the  whole  world,  but  has  to 
bear  the  brunt  of  all  the  dumping  that  must  happen  whenever  there  is  a 
surplus  in  any  place. . .  There  ha^e  been  seasons  of  late  years  when 
G-rea-c  Britain  has  had  a  surplus  crop  of  potatoes  which  could  profitably 
have  been  disposed  of  on  the  continent,  in  the  United  States-,  or  in 
Canada  but  no  such  trade  has  ever  been  allowed  to  grow  up.

The  favorite  panacea  is  cooperation  illustrated  by  examples  drawn  from 
Denmark^    Is  it,  however,  perceived  to  what  extent  cooperation  is  really 
a  product  of  the  necessity  of  finding  a  foreign  market?,. e  Tlie  existence 
of  the  British  open  market  for  food  is  the  cause  of  cooperation  in 
other  countries  but  it  does  not  necessitate  cooperation  here...  If  prices 
cannot  be  raised  to  meet  the  needs  of  more  intensive  farming  is  there 
any  method  of  reducing  costs  other  than  by  lowering  wages,  which,  even 
if  possible,  is  undesirable  if  we  ai'e  looking  at  agriculture  from  a 
national  point  of  view...  Can  science  yhow  the  way  towards  lower  costs 
of  production?    .After  its  long  neglect. the  country  has  begun  to  show 
some  appreciation  of  research...  yet  the  improvement  due  to  science  and 
superior  technical  skill  are  severely  limited.    Agriculture  cannot  be 
revolutionised  like  cotton  spinning  or  steel  making,  soil  and  season 
are  dominating  factors,  and  all  the  science  today  would  scarcely  be 
able  to  knock  ten  per  cent  off  the  cost  of  production  of  our  best 
farmers,. •  The  economic  unit  of  farming  today  is  rather  two  thousand 
than  two  hundred  acres«    The  management  of  such  an  area  is  well  within 
the  capacity  of  one  man  and  only  jxpon  farms  of  that  size  can  the  ad  van-

of  bountT.es  or  protection;  the  nation    novr  possesses  a  delapidated  estate 
and  caruiofc  get  it  IquO  order  Trlthout  some  initial  outlay.

Ag:ricultv.'j:'al  policy 

The  Quarterly  Eeview  (.London)  for  October  132],  has  a  sixteen  page  article 
by  the  Eto  Hon.,  Sir^  A.  G-riffith  Boscauen,  the  Minister  of  Agri.culture  of 
Great  Bri.tain  under  the  coalition,  entitled  "Agricultural  Poii.cy,,^'    He  writes: 
"The  late  Government  was  freely  criticised;  first  for  having  no  agricultural 
policy,  then  f jr  having  adopted  a  rrong  agricultural  policy,  and  finally  for 
having  revised  it«    The  present  Government  has  an  agricultural  policy,  which, 
however,  is  described  in  some  quarters  as  totally  inadequate,  as  one  of  mere 
^homeopathic  doses",   chough  some  generous  critics  are  good  enough  to  say  it 
is  a  plan  of  attaining  the  Milienni.um  by  (very  small)  installments*    Now  a 
movement  i  s  on  fooli  to  weld  all  agricultural  interests  into  one  great  a.gricul- 
tural  party.,.  Such  a  movement  is  not  new  since  it  was  attempted  by  the  late 
Lord  Winchil sea  thirty  years  ago  when  he  founded  the  National  Agricultural 
Union*    But  on  that  occasion  the  various  interests  would  not  weld  together, 
and  it  failed*,.  If  agriculcure  is  to  make  its  voice  heard  in  the  councils 
of  the  nation^  all  parties  interested  in  the  industry  must  agree  to  speak 
with  the  sa.me  voice,  whereas,  if  landowners  and  fr.rmers  pull  in  opposited 
directions  and  the  labourers  pursue  a  policy  of  their  own,  and  still  more, 
if,,  as  generally  happens-,  all  three  disagree  among  themsel/es,  agriculture 
cannot  ho^ie  to  enforce  any  policy  at  alio"    The  author  proceeds  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  agricultural  policy  of  the  Labour  party,  and  the  policy  of 
guaranteed  prices.    Tlien  after  a  discussion  of  protection  as  applied  to 
agriculture,  he  writes;  "The  present  Government  are  undoubtedly  right  in 
following  and  carrying  further  the  policy , initiated  during  the  last  year 
and  a  half  of  the  Coalition  Government,  steadily  refusing  to  interfere  in 
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the  affairs  of  the  farmer  'Jhile  removing  ever^  possi"ble  olDv^tacle  to  his  suc- 
cess and  helping  him  to  help  himself^"    The  remainder  of  the  article  is  a 
detailed  description  of  the  various  indirect  attempts  of  the  Government  to 
aid  the  farmer  "by  removing  obstacles  of  various  kinds  from  this  path,  pro- 
viding education  of  the  "best  type  for  his  children*  fostering  research,  pro- 
moting cooperation,  and  providing  agricultural  credit. 

Canadian  Agricultural  Inquiry, 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  lihrary^s  recent  accessions  is  the 
minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Canadian 
Parliament  to  Inquire  into  Agricultural  Conditions.    'Ihesc  minutes  have  "been 
issued  in  ^5  parts  and  cover;    The  present  condition  of  agriculture  in  the 
various  provinces;  The  causes  of  such  conditions;  Cause  of  difference  in  price 
paid  to  the  producer  and  that  paid  by  the  consumer;  Relation  of  prices  of 
commodities  purchased  by  agricultural  producers  and  prices  received  for  the 
products  they  raise;  J^gri cultural  credit;  Marketing  and  transportation; 
Alleged  abuse  as  to  mixing  of  grains  in  elevators;  Cost  of  production  of 
certain  crops  and  other  pertinent  subjects*    The  Hearings  recorded  were  held 
from  March  J,  132],  to  Jijne  19 >  19^3 «.    The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  has 
not  been  issued  as  yet. 

Government  aid  to  Agriculture.     South  i.frica. 

The  Beef  Export  Bounties  Act  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  became  a  law  on 
May  15 »  1923»    The  main  provisions  of  the  act  are: 

Tlie  Governor-General  may  authorize  payment  of  the  consolidated  Revenue 
Fund,  of  boun.ties  upon  the  export  of  slaughter  cattle  from  the  Union  at  the 
rate  of  l/h  d,  per  pound  and  beef  (chilled,  frozen  or  preserved,  or  extract 
of  essence  in  recepta.cles  or  othervYise)  l/2  d.  per  poijind  subject  to  regula- 
tions relating  to  inspections  weight,  etc^,  and  providing  that  the  claim 
i»^  made  within  three  months  after  shipment,..    The  Board  of  Trade  and  In- 
dustries shall  have  power  to  examJne  books  and  accounts  and  to  make  any  in- 
vestigation in  connection  with  the  Act„     (Journal  of  the  Parliaments  of  the  .J 
Empire  ^A,  Hu,3,  July  1923,  p. 631-632)  i 

At  the  time  the  Beef  Export  Eoionties  Act  was  passed  there  were  already  1 
on  the  statute  books  of  South  Africa  three  Acts  governing  the  export  of  I 
South  African  produce.     These  were:  Pruit. Export  Act,  191^  (N0.17);  Agricultural 
Produce  Export  Act,  191?   (No.  35)'  ^1^^^  Agricultural  Products  Grading  Act,  1922, 
(No«l6).     The  principal  features  of  each  of  these  are  carefully  described  and 
explained  in  the  Journal  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  South  Africa  for 
November  1922-     Th^  regulations  issued  for  the  enforcement  of  each  of  these 
Acts  are  enumerated  also. 

Value  of  Facts  in  Politics. 

The  American  Political  Science  Review  for  November  1923  contains  an 
article  of  much  interest  on  the  ideals  and  accomplishments  of  the  Institute  of 


Politics^    The  author  writes;  ^^BeuocvBcy  has  a  promising"  and  insatir.ble 
appetite  for  facts  and  only  in  proportion  as  these  are  supplied  vrill  reason 
and  conviction  dictate  the  course  of  public  affairs..,"    If  political  parties, 
"instead  of  making  their  appeal  through  prejudice  and  emotion,  T7ere  to  work 
out . authoritative  data  on  national  problems,  through  the  medium  of  expert 
resBarch  corrmittees ,  and  wage  campaigns  upon  a  structure  of  facts,  the  politi- 
cal* thought  of  the  country  would  be  enormously  elevated^..  The  effectiveness 
of  such  methods  in  practical  politics  has  been  adequately  demonstrated  by  the 
Labor  Research  Department  of  the  Sritish  Labor  movement.    In  no  small  measure 
the  rise  of  the  Labor  party  to  its  present  position  of  power  and  esteem  has 
been  due  to  its  scientific  assemblage  of  data  on  national  problems  and  to 
the  superiority  enjoyed  by  its  debaters  in  the  presentation  of  these  facts, 
and  in  one  field  of  political  thought  especially  -  that  of  international 
relations  -  the  pronouncements  of  its  research  Department  have  had  a  wide 
and  influential  hearing," 

Work  in  Agricultural  Economics  in  Progress  at  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 

The  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  has  recently  issued  "A  classified  list 
of  projects  carried  on  by  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  1922-23,"    It  is  a 
mimeographed  publication  of  ^bk  pages  and  contains  much  that  is  of  interest  to 
the  bureau.

Advertising, 

"Principles  of  Advertising"  is  the  title  of  a  thick  volume  by  Daniel 
Starch  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Business  Ad;:uni  strati  on  of  Harvard  University, 
which  has  been  acquired  recently  by  the  library.    The  author  states  in  the  pre- 
face that  "this  treatise  has  been  prepared  with  three  aims  in  mind:   (l)  to  make 
a  broad  and  comprehensive  analysis  of  the  fundamental  problems  of  advertising 
which  would  serve  as  a  logical  plan  for  the  preparation  of  a  book;   (2)  to 
develop  as  £ar  as  practically  feasible  and  possible  at  the  present  time, 
scientific  m.ethods  in  dealing  with  these  problems;   (3)  to  bring  together  as 
fully  as  possible  all  available  material-  practical  business  experience, 
scientific,  experim.ental,  and  statistical  data-  which  bear  upon  the  problems 
outlined,..  This  book  has  been  planned  as  a  companion  volume  for  one  on  prob- 
lems which  is  now  under  way.    The  problrm  book  will  serve  as  the  basis  of  class 
discussion  and  instruction  in  educational  institutions*    The  present  work  will 
serve  to  give  the  broader  analytical  bE.ckgro-jind  and  supplj^  an  organized  body 
of  infonnation  to  which  the  business  man  may  turn  in  considering  his  in-mediate 
problems,"

Tr .  Taylor -took  the  place  of  the  Secretary  on  the  program  of  the 
meeting  of  farmers  and  business  men  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  I7estern 
lyiar^/land  Chamber  of  Cnnmerce  at  Frederick,  Md.,  yesterday.     The  Chief  dis- 
cussed the  work  of  the  department,  particularly  the  economic  aspects  of 
the  work,  and  told  the  farmers  that  they  need  to  know  their  costs  of  pro- 
duction and  marketing  in  order  to  reduce  them.    He  called  the  attention  of 
business  men  to  the  things  they  can  do  in  helping  the  farmers  reduce  their 
costs  by  enabling  them  to  buy  their  eviuipnent  and  supplies  at  the  lowest 
possible  prices. 

I)r.  Taylor  pointed  out  that  the  department  is  trying  to  be  helpful, 
and  touched  upon  a  nunber  of  the  phases  of  the  department's  activities 
designed  zo  help  individual  farmers.    Particular  interest  was  shown  by  the 
audience  in  the  development  rf  the  snipping -point  inspection  work.

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2^    BUREA.U  CQIITRIBUTES  TO  SUCCESSFUL  -MESTIIT''^  0?  STAT5  MIRKETING  OFFICIALS. 

Every  assistance  vras  given  by  this  barean.  to  the  National  Association 
of  State  Marketing  Officials  in  making  their  fifth  annual  session  at  Chicago 
last  Tzeek  the  most  successful  meeting  of  that  body.  The  program^  ^-as  devoted 
to  tvo  timely  topics  -  cooperative  organization  and  city  marketing. 

Dr.  Taylor  outlined  the  activities  of  the  bureau  at  the  banquet  held 
the  evening  of  December  ^, 

•'Development  and  G-ro^vth  of  Cooperative  Marketing  in  the  United  States" 
was  discussed  by  Lloyd  S.  Tenny^    Mr.  Tenry  traced  the  early  record  of  attempts 
at  cooperation  from  17^5  to  date.     In  1S40  there  ivere  ^0  farmers  societies; 
in  IS5S  some  900  v/ere  listed  by  the  Patent  Office  and  in  ISoS  there  were 
1350  so  listed,    Mrc  Tenny  traced  the  growth  of  cooperation  through  the 
Grange  period  of  ISSf  to  IS76,  and  until  IS93  when  the  California  Fruit  G-rovrers 
Exchange  was  foimed. 

In  1915  a  survey  by  the  U.  3.  Department  of  Agriculture  brought  reports 
from  5»^2U  active  farTiers  business  organizations  with  a  membership  of  66l,728 
doing  a  business  of  $62^,9^0,V4S  annually „    A  sim.ilar  survey  began  in  1922, 
Through  the  cooperation  of  crop  reporters,  a  new  list  has  been  m.ade  which  in 
November  last  included  8,313  associations.    This  number  is  not  all  and  the 
bureau  estim.ates  the  total  to  be  more  than  10,000  farmers  business  organization! 
Over  70  per  cent  of  these  8^313  associations  are  located  in  the  12  north  central 
States.    Over  3I  per  cent  are  devoted  to  selling  grain;  dairy,  22  per  cent;  ' 
livestock  ik  per  cent;  fruits  and  vegetables  10  per  cent  and  the  rest  scattered^: 
These  associations  had  been  doing  a  business  of  about  $1,^00,000,000  in  1921, 
the  year  before  the  reports  were  made.    This  study  is  going  on  rapidly  and 
the  bureau  will  soon  have  a  fairly  complete  survey  of  cooperation  in  the  whole 
United  States, 

Walter  P.  Eedden,  who  is  making  research  studies  for  us  at  New  York, 
showed  the  complex  problems  of  terminal  distribu.U-.on and  suggested  what  must 
be  faced  as  New  York  City  grows,  | 

Present  facilities  are  taxed  to  capacity  and  growth  is  such  as  to  | 
indicate  that  by  I93O  iche  total  receipts  will  be  almost  doubled.     In  I92I.  I 
New  York  consumed  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  enough  to  fill  about  IU5.OOO 
freight  cars.    Of  these  70  per  cent  were. shipped  in  by  rail,  over  20  per  cent 
by  water  and  less  than  10  per  cent  by  truck.    Most  of  that  coming  by  rail 
must  be  lightered  across  from  New  Jersey  to  the  piers  where  a  serious  problem 
occurs.    Over  S5  per  cent  of  these  shipments  pour  into  one  small  strip  on  the  ' 
lower  west  s-ide  of  Mannattan  Island. 

The  relation  of  crop  and  livestock  estim.ating  to  marketing  programs 
was  discussed  by  7/-  F.  Callander,    Ee  outlined  briefly  some  of  the  data  now  § 
available,  how  these  data  are  gathered  and  spoke  of  their  relation  to  the  I 
whole  marketing  progra.:.    Copies  of  a  list  of  reports  on  crop  and  live  stock  ,y 
production  issued  by  this  bureau  v/ere  passed  out  at  the  meeting*  ^■ 

Dr.  Taylor  is  a  mem.ber  of  the  executive  committee.    V/.  F.  Callander  ' 
was  re-elected  chairman  of  the  committee  on  crop  estimates, 

A  more  detailed  account  of  the  meeting  with  brief  reTDcrts  of  committee 
recommendations  m.ay  be  found  in  State  and  Federal  Marketing' Activities,  Vol.

Promptly  at  10  o'clock  yesterday  morning  in  car  conference  room, 
E.  W.  Still\7ell  called  to  order  the  confexence  of  ma^rket  news  men  of 
the  ?rait  and  Vegetable  Tdvision, 

Dr.  Taylor  spoke  a  f  ei;7  v^ords  of  greeting  to  those  assembled.  He 
mentioned  the  fact  that  each  lin-^  of  -70rk  -  such  as  market  reporting, 
inspection,  standardization,  etc.  -  is  very  important  in  itself,  bat 
that  it  requires  a  combinauion  of  all  these  things  to  render  effective 
service.    This  8.1s 0  errphe sizes  the  need  of  making  each  link  in  the  chain 
just  as  strong  as  possible.    Dr.  Taylor  concluded  his  reimrks  by  calling 
attention  to  the  changed  attitude  of  the  trade  and  the  public  in  general 
tOTTard  the  -.-'ork  of  the  bureau..    Indifference,  doubt,  and  actual  opposi- 
tion have  been  succeeded  very  largely  by  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
cordial  support. 

^.  A.  Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division, 
next  addressed  the  conference ^    By  a  blackboard  diagram  he  traced  the 
grouth  and  the  periods  of  expansion  and  contr^iction  in  the  m.arket  neT7S 
service  since  its  inauguration  in  19^5 1  sho-'ing  that  the  work  is  at 
present  increasing.    He  stressed  the  fact  that  the  real  results  in  e.ny 
line  of  activity  are  accomplished  by  those  v,ho  have  the  spirit  of  SERVICE, - 
those  Yiho  are  striving  to  do  things  for  the  other  felloT;  and  sometimes 
at  but  a  moderate  compensation.    I'.v,  Sherman  said  that  all  should  beT/are 
of  the  "in-a.-rut"  feeling.    IThen  anyone,  rrho  has  talent  and  ability, 
feels  that  he  has  reached  the  limit  of  his  usefulness  in  a  particular 
position,  it  is  his  duty  to  lay  the  matter  before  his  chief  rather  than 
go  along  in  a  rut.    A  bureau  as  large  as  ours,  and  one  v;hich  has  so  many 
lines  of  activity,  usually  has  another  iob  for  the  man  vno  has  developed 
all  the  possibilities  of  his  present  position  by  diligent  and  meritorious 
T70rk.    Several  illustrations  of  this  fact  '.Tere  given,  as  s.n  encouragement 
for  the  men  to  go  ahead.    To  render  the  best  possible  service  to  the  pub- 
lic was  stressed  as  the  surest  road  to  advancement. 

¥♦  H.  Hall,  of  the  Chicago  office,  then  conducted  the  round-table 
discussion  on  city  market  reports ^    This  ',7ill  be  follorzed  by  similar  dis- 
cussions on  other  imnortant  phs^ses  of  market  news  work.    Various  bureau 
representatives  are  scheduled  to  address  the  conference  on  their  partic- 
ular phases  of  service  before  the  coiiference  adjourns  on  \7ednesday  or 
Thursday.

U.    AT  THE  3UBS.au  COmiCIL. 

Dr.  Taylor  opened  the  council  meeting  yesterday  morning  by  calling  | 
attention  to  the  Secretary's  report  of  the  President  on  the  wheat  sitaation. 
The  Chief  characterized  it  "a  classic"  and  stated  it  was  one  of  the  finest 
pieces  of  work  tamed  oat  "by  oar  baresa,    A  supply  of  the  report  will  be  j 
kept  in  the  executive  office  and  members  of  the  bureau  may  obtain  copies 
there. 

The  Chief  cautioned  the  staff  about  the  undeairabili ty  of  discussing 
outside  the  bureau,  commodity  prices  ant  production  in  such  a  way  and  at  a  time  ' 
when  the  markets  of  the  country  might  be  influenced  by  such  discussion*  He 
spoke  particularly  of  cotton.  \ 

Mr.  Tenny  then  told  about  the  meeting  of  State  marketing  officials  j 
at  Chicago,  part  of  'rhich  is  covered  in  a  separate  item  about  the  meeting.  :i 
He  spoke  of  the  progress  the  State  officials  are  making  in  marketing  work  1 
and  stated  that  college  officials  must  step  lively  if  they  are  to  keep  up  ^ 
the  pace  set  by  the  Stste  marketing  officials  in  m^arkeuing  activities.    He  ' 
felt  that  cooperative  marketing  in  all  of  its  phases  was  presented  in  an  j 
excellent  manner.    One  point  emphasized,  he  said,  was:     If  cooperative  organi-i 
zations  are  to  succeed,  the^r  must  ser"V'e  the  people.    Mr,  Tenny  also  spoke  of 
the  cordial  relations  existing  bet-veen  bureau  workers  and  State  officials 
and  said  that  more  and  more  we  are  understanding  the  division  of  work  between 
the  two, 

A  visit  to  one  of  the  f  ,o,b„  auctions  of  Chicago,  which  maintains 
branches  in  Detroit,  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Boston,  convinced  Mr,  Tenny 
that  that  new  method  of  selling  is  the  most  radical,  important  and  far- 
reaching  step  in  the  handling  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  last  2^  years.  ' 
He  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  heart  and  core  of  this  service  is  our  shipping-i< 
point  inspection  work. 

The  Chief  commented  on  the  excellent  team  '.-ork  of  our  staff  brought 
out  pointedly  at  the  recent  gatherings  in  Chicago  and  stated  that  if  our 
organization  continues  to  "make  good"  it  is  because  of  this  team  work. 

E,  C»  Potts  told  of  the  better  relations  that  exist  with  the  poultry, 
butter  and  egg  trade  and  spoke  of  m-eeting  with  the  egg  trade  at  Chicago  and 
the  dem^onstration  of  egg  grades,  both  of  which  are  covered  in  separate  items 
in  t?iis  issue.

On  account  of  the  heavy  deliveries  on  December  future  contracts,  the  | 
rush  of  cotton  work  continues  at  oiur  ITew  York  office.    All  of  the  specialists 
in  cotton  classing  stationed  at  ';?ashington  and  practically  all  of  the  assistants 
in  cotton  classing  are  now  in  New  York  to  assist  in  the  work. 

Some  days  it  has  been  possible  to  class  as  many  as  6,000  bales  of 
cotton,  but  due  to  weather  conditions  the  amo'ont  of  work  done  in.  a  day 
varies,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  class  cotton  on  dark  days.

City.

The  demonstration  of  the  tentative  'Jo  S»  Egg  Grrades  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  State  iMarketing  Officials  at  Chicago  on  December  5>  proved  to 
be  of  much  interest  as  it  brought  forth  many  questions  from  the  officials, 
some  admitting  that  they  kne^~  very  little  about  quality  in  eggs  and  they 
felt  it  -jould  be  necessary  to  employ  a  specialist  on  eggs  and  poultry  -dien 
the  marketing  program  on  these  products  is  undertaken  in  t?c.eir  Sta.tes.

The  V3.1ae  of  the  proposed  agricaltaral  censas  in  I925  as  an  aid  in 
developing  national  agricaltaral  policies  is  emphasized  "by  Dr.  Taylor. 

"In  T7orking  oat  the  details  of  a  properly  balanced  system  of 
national  agricaltare  ander  normal  conditions,   the  basic  agricaltaral 
statistics  collected  in  I92O  are  inadeqaate,  "  Dr.  Taylor  says.  "At 
that  time  American  agricaltare  Tras  still  in  a  period  of  readjastment 
from  TjSiT  conditions,  and  the  statistics  reflect  the  transitory  effects 
of  the  ^ar  rather  than  to  provide  data  from  which  national  agricaltaral 
policies  may  be  de^'eloped." 

Dr.  Taylor  states  that  basic  agricaltaral  statistics  compiled  by 
the  Censas  Bareaa  are  continually  ased  in  connection  with  oar  forecasts 
and  estimates  of  crops  and  livestock,  in  measaring  the  financial  statas 
of  farms  and  farmers,  and  in  gaaging  shifts  in  farm  population.  Every 
plan  for  agricaltaral  progress  is  necessarily  based  apon  this  inforra- 
tion,  he  says.

Members  of  the  Chicago  egg  trade  r/ere  hosts  at  a  dinner  given  to 
bureau  representatives  at  Chicago,  December  50    !.lessrs.  Tenny,  Schoenfeld, 
Marquis,  Potts,  Borders  and  Eennema  Tiere  present,  in  addition  to  about 
fifteen  members  of  the  trade,  and  Mrs«  'iiyright,  formerly  of  our  Stenographic 
Section,  T7ho  m.ade  a  report  of  the  after-dinner  speeches. 

The  service  and  regulatory  v/ork  of  the  bureau  vja,s  discussed  by  Mr, 
Tenny.    Mr.  Schoenfeld  outlined  our  research  activities  and  Mr.  Marquis 
spoke  of  the  market  information  service*    Messrs.  Potts  and  Borders  discussed 
egg  standardization. 

Members  of  the  trade  expressed  great  interest  in  our  v70rk  and  indi- 
cated a  most  v/illing  desire  to  cooperate  xiith  the  bureau  in  carrying  forward 
its  v;ork,  particularly^  that  phase  of  it  dealing  rdth  the  standardization  of 
eggs.    No  formal  action  was  taken,  but  the  results  of  this  get-together 
was  most  satisfactory  from  a  bureau  standpoint.

The  European  almond  situation  was  outlined  in  a  preliminary  report 
prepared  by  E.  A.  Eoley,  Agricultural  Commissioner,  after  his  recent  survey 
of  the  Mediterranean  basin.    This  report  has  been  mimeographed  and  distri- 
buted by  Dr.  Stine»s  division,    Tlie  securing  of  special  world  crop  reports 
of  this  nature  is  one  of  the  many  functions  of  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research.

The  latter  half  of  the  hour,  J,  Clyde  Ivfe^r^uis  discus  sea  somev/hat  in 
detail  the  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  -American  Farm  Bureau  Peaeration  at 
Chicago,  December  10-12,     The  broad  program  of  the  meeting,  embracing  mar- 
keting,  transportation,   taxation  and  intermediate  credit,  the  aadress  of 
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Secretary  Wallace  covering  rnach  gro^anci  in  a  short  time  and  clearly  mai- 
eating  the  department's  position  towara  cooperative  marketing,  ana  the 
election  of  officers  followed  by  the  cramatic  resignation  ox  Walton  Pe teet , 
Director  of  the  Cooperative  Marketing  Department,  vvere  the  outstanaxng 
features  mentioned  hy  Mr.  Marquis. 

Tne  program  ap-oroved  for  132^  included  recommendations  relative^  to 
organization,  marketing,  publicity,  transportation,  ana  research.  With 
reference  to  research,  the  committee  felt  that  arrangements  snould  oe  maae, 
if  possible,  with  this  department  for  the  carrying  on  of  such  v;oriJ:  as  tne 
Farm  Bureau  considered  essential. 

Most  of  the  resolutions  presentea  to  the  convention  ?/ere  unanimously 
ad.optea,  Mr.  l>:^rc,uis  saia.     Includea  in  tnese  resolutions  v/as  one  for  tne 
licensing  by  tni  s  department  of  commercial  shippers  ana  dealers  engaged  in 
interstate  shipments.    Another  resolution  conmenaed  the  department  for  3-ts 
work  in  the  foreign  field,  and  another  recoini.enaea  close  cooperation  with 
Federal  and  State  extension  services  in  making  the  results  of  investigations 
of  the;^e  institutions  available  to  all  the  people. 

The  resolution  endorsing  tne  activities  of  the  cooperative  mari?:eting 
aepartment  of  tne  i^merican  Farm  Bureau  Federation  failed  of  passage  and 
following  this,  V.alton  Peteet  tenderea  his  resignation  from  the  floor  which 
vvas  acceptea.    No  successor  has  been  appointed  as  yet. 

The  meeting  vvas  of  particular  significance  to  those  interestea  in 
marketing  because  of  the  great  amount  of  attention  given  to  q_uestions  of 
cooperative  imrketing.     The  sentiment  of  the  delegates  seemed  to  be  clearly 
in  lavor  of  a  well-balanced  program  of  organization  for  marketing,  ana  of 
ever.y  agency  joining  in  making  present  cooperative  efforts  effective  vvith- 
out  giving  too  much  attention  to  the  large  national  organization. 

2 .     LIVF  .STEEP  MP  DPZSSZD  BEEF  EXHIBIT  MOST  POFULAB  DEPARTMENT  DISPLAY . 

Our  live  steer  and  dressed  beef  exl-iioit  put  on  at  tne  recent  Inter- 
national Livestock  Exposition  at  Cnicago  attracted  a  great  deal  of  atten- 
tion, those  v-'ho  attended  the  show  report.     The  exhibit  consisted  of  S  steers 
representing  4  grades  each  of  fat  ana  leeaer  cattle  and  four  10-foot  re- 
frigerated s-'io-v  cases  containing  4  graaes  of  dressed  beef.     The  grades  rep- 
re  sentea  in  each  instance  were  common,  meaium,  good  and  choice.     One  of  the 
main  ob.jects  of  the  exhioit  was  to  develop  the  correlation  between  the  live 
animal  ana  the  dre^ised  m.f?at  resulting  from  its  slaughter. 

Crov/ds  throngei  aro-jna  the  e:>±Libit  from  the  opening  to  the  closing 
aay  of  tne  exiiibit,     nousewives,  retail  butchers,  wholesale  meat  aealers, 
packers,  commission  men,  speculators,  livestock  producers  and  feeaers, 
students  ana  eaucators  all  seemed  greatly  interested  in  the  lessons  which 
the  exnibit  taught.     Even  the  Governor  of  Illinois  and  the  Mayor  of  Chicago 
'Nere  attracted  by  the  ai  splay. 

A  comi-nittee  of  department  men  appointed  to  study  and  determine  the 
rolative  effectiveness  of  the  various  exhibits  put  on  by  the  department, 
based  on  the  public  interest  shorn  in  the  exhibit,  gave  the  steer  and  beef 
demonstration  first  place. 
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3'     HAVE  YOU  HEA5I)  ABOUT  THE  KZSD^ 

How  many  mGmbers  of  tho  bTixeaii  kriow  about  the  Tarpley/^iclc  Experiment 
Farm?     This  Is  the  fa,rm  near  Madison,  V/is.,  on  which  the  Chief  lived  prior 
to  ccTiiing  to  Washington  and  on  which  he  was  carrying  on  an  experiment  in 
intensity  cf  culture. 

The  goal  set  for  this  eighty-acre  farm  is  the  prodi;.ction  of  200,000 
pounds  of  milk  in  one  year  with  all  of  the  reguJar  work  performed  by  one 
man.     The  ;^roauctjcn  this  year  will  reach  about  175,000  poimds  of  milk, 
testing  approximately  U  per  cent  butter fat. 

Th^  Ti^rplayvvicic  herd  has  been  competing  during  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1923,  3n  a  dairy  cow  competition  operated  under  the  supervision 
of  the  University  cf  Wisconsin.     Tiiis  herd  of  1/  cows  averaged  about  UOO 
povmds  of  fat  per  cow  and  better  than  10,000  pounds  of  milk  per  cow.  It 
stands  at  the  head  of  the  ccw  testing  association  of  27  herds  in  which  it 
is  competing.     The  Tarpley.vick  herd  has  k  cows  with  a  higher  record  than 
any  other  cow  in  the  association.     The  cow  that  won  first  place  produced 
13,5^7  pounds  of  milk  and  335  po'unds  of  fat  dnxing  the  year.     This  winner, 
and  most  of  the  other  cows  in  the  herd,  were  raised  on  the  farm  vvhile  the 
Chief  was  operating  it  him,self  prior  to  coning  to  Washington  and,  natui-ally, 
he  is  rather  prcud  of  the  showing  the  herd  has  made  this  year, 

Rudolph  Huoh,   the  partner  and  manager,  commenced  working  on  the 
Tai*pleywick  farm  in  the  spring  of  1912.     Turing  the  many  years  he  has  worked 
on  the  farm,  he  spent  th^  v/inters  taking  the  short  course  in  agriculture  at 
the  Agricultural  College  at  Madison.     Thus,   the  manager  and  the  herd  were 
brought  up  together  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  they  are  getting  results, 

OUR  EIHIBITS  AT  WIvSCONSIN  EXPOSITION  ATTRACT  ATTEN^TJON. 

In  point  of  exhibits  and  attendance,   the  Wisconsin  Products  Exposi- 
tion held  at  Milwaukee,  Decemcer  1-8,   inclusive,  was  most  successful,  ac- 
cording to  H.  A.  Arenz,  our  inspector  at  Milwaukee. 

The  department  exhibit  covered  a  space  of  about  I5  by  69  feet.  This 
display  was  attractively  arranged,  but  poorly  situated.    However,   it  was 
easily  found  by  those  interested,  and  received  a  grea.t  deal  of  attention, 
Mr.  Arenz  reports. 

Practically  every  industry  in  the  State  was  represented,  from  the 
manufacture  of  paper,   to  knit  apparel,  automobiles,  etc.     There  were  also 
very  good  displays  of  the  principal  crops  raised  throughout  the  State, 
prizes  being  awarded  for  the  best  exhibits.

Such  experience  must  have  involved  advanced  tech- 
nical statistical  methods. 

Agricultural  Statistician. — Applicants  must  nave  had  at  least  six 
years  of  the  experience  prescribed  for  the  position  of  senior  agricult^ural 
statistician .

Section  d^xring  the  year  1923  as  against  $bS,9b2.31  during  the  year  1922. 
These  collections  cover  excess  profits  made  "by  dealers  on  their  19X3  wool 
transactions.    Befuncs  totaling  $m-2,327.23  were  made  to  wool  grov/ars  out 
of  the  collections,     Tne  ascertairje^  ei^icess  profits  made  by  all  dealers 
during  I9IS  were  increased  to  tne  extent  of  Sj9,13Q.36.     The  total  excess 
profits  made  on  tlie  year's  wool  ousiness  no;v  ctanis  at  $1,469,  oCo  .61, 
One-half  of  this  amount  remains  to  he  collected  out  such  amount  is  due 
from  only  69  dealers  as  compareu  with  930  o.ealers  who  paia  the  first  half. 
It  is  evident  that  ro^e  outstanding  cases  comprise  many  of  the  dealers  who 
owe  the  Government  tne  large sn  a^o-UQts;  and.  these  dealers  are  requiring 
the  Government  to  prove  its  clairas  tnrough  actual  trials  in  the  federal 
courts . 

D-cLring  the  past  year,  five  excess  profits  cases  have  been  trieci  on 
the  facts  in  various  federal  coui-ts  and  five  decisions  have  been  rendered 
by  federal  judges  ^jpholaing  the  right  of  the  GovernLient  to  collect  this 
money.    The  department  has  been  successful  in  every  case  thus  far  reached 
in  t'ne  courcts.     T.¥o  cases  are  set  for  trial  earlj-  in  Jan-ia,ry  and  pros- 
pects are  bright  for  rsacaing  other  cases  both  on  aemurrers  and  on  trial 
early  in  the  year.    Prospects  of  f-x-taer  progress  in  the  imnjediate  future 
are  much  brighter  just  at  this  time  than  they  have  been  for  many  men  tns.

5.     DECOPATA'ai  AET  AN  AID  TO  ACSICULTUKE. 

Christmas  decorations  are  prevalent  in  the  b^ireau  ana  lend  a  festive 
air,  b-at  thev  are  not  needed  here  as  iiaich  as  in  many  offices,  for  oiir  rcor^s 
do  not  have  the  shorn  appearance  comraon  to  many  business  offices. 

Br.  Galpin,  for  insta.nce,  exemplifies  in  his  office  what  he  teaches 
tnroughoMt  the  co-ontry-  that  r-ural  life  does  lend  itself  to  the  treatment 
of  art,    A  piece  of  French  tapestry  on  his  walls  presents  a  country  scene 
that  combines  the  meadow,  the  st:.'eam,  the  farm  animals,  the  farm  family, 
in  one  harxonioiis  \vhole. 

Even  ":^Gre  interesting  is  the  series  of  photographs,  occupying  another 
wall,  of  the  Al.brecht  Daniel  Thaer  statute  in  Berlin,  Goimany,    The  four 
sides  of  the  pedestal  of  this  statue  are  repreeentea  as  well  as  the  stat-ae 
itself,    Tli&y  tell  the  story  in  striking  bas  relief  of  Thaer^s  efforts  to 
improve  agriculture  and  r-jral  conditions,  of  the  indifference  of  his  coun- 
tryr.en  at  first  and  of  their  later  homage,  yviien  at  ls.st  they  pay  hixa  trib- 
ute beyond  that  paid  to  war  and  navy  and  other  forces  of  destruction.  To 
illustrate  the  place  Thaer  had  in  the  hearts  of  his  people,  the  follovving 
incident  is  told  ox  him.    Comin'^  home  one  evening,  he  sa-id  to  Frau  Thaer: 
"I  sa^7  the  king  passing  thorough  the  wool  market  today  and  no  one  paid  any 
attention  to  him,  but  when  I  came  near  the  v.ool  market,  the  crowd  S'JT- 
ro-jnded  me.     I  £m  tne  king  of  the  wool  market." 

Lt-.  Taylor's  office,  as  previously  reported  in  The  B.A.E,  fevs,  is 
hung  with  the  photographs  of  economists  ana  those  interested  in  economic 
work,   from  an  early  date  to  the  present,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad, 
Colorea  -.vindow  transparencies  in  this  room  suggest  three  large  lines  of 
agriculture,  in  that  they  depict  a  field  of  cotton  filled  with  pickers,  a 
rolling  field  of  shocked  com,  and  a  hera  of  dairy  cattle  at  past^are. 

Mr.  Schoenfeld' s  two  transparencies  represent  opposite  extreii^es. 
One  is  a  beautifully  colorea  photograph  of  a  lonely  lake  and  mo-^jr^tain  in 
the  far  North/7est,   the  mcuntain  covered  with  snow  and  veiled  with  clouas. 
The  other  is  a  colored  enlargement  of  Winter's  picture  representing  Di  stri- 
bution,  -.vherein  giant  figures  toil  in  the  city  maelstrom  of  wharves,  rail- 
roads, trucks  and  drays. 

Mr.  ivjarquis  r^as  a  persorially  conductea  bulletin  and  picture  Doard 
in  his  office  on  which  are  displayed  all  of  the  latest  pict/ores,  clippings 
and  ezhJ-bits  relating  to  the  bureau's  work. 

Throughout  the  bureau,  large  photographs,  both  natural  and  colored, 
transparencies,   specially-prepared  maps  and  other  devices,   serve  the  double 
pu'rpose  of  keeping  before  the  eye  the  objects  of  o"ur  service  and  of  reliev- 
ing the  usual  blankness  of  the  business  office.

2 .  COTTON  CROP  ESPORTING  CO^g^ITTEE  SUBMITS  BSC OM.IENDAT IONS . 

One  of  the  outstanding  recommendations  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Cotton  Crop  Reports,  which  met  here  December  21  and  22  at  the  invitation 
of  the  Secretary,  related  to  the  intention  to  plant  releases.     The  com- 
mittee favorably  recomm^ended  the  intention  to  plant  schedule  with  the  fur- 
ther suggestion  that,  if  issued,  it  be  made  public  not  later  than  about 
March  I3. 

The  committee  also  recommended:     That  the  present  cotton  reports  be 
increased  to  two  per  m.onth;  that  the  mid-month  reports  cover  cotton  condi- 
tions as  of  about  the  10th  of  each  month  from  July  to  November,  inclusive; 
that  the  date  of  report  and  time  of  issuance  be  arranged  to  coincide  with 
the  dates  of  the  ginners'  reports;  and  that  the  present  practice  of  issuing 
the  report  before  the  close  of  American  exchanges  be  continued,  but  that 
the  report  be  issued  later  than  at  present  so  that  adequate  time  may  be 
given  to  consideration  of  the  additional  crop  data  by  the  Crop  Reporting 
-Board , 

Other  recomnendations  included:     An  increase  in  the  field  force, 
appointment  of  three  additional  statisticians  -  one  for  the  Southeast,  one 
for  the  Southcentral  and  one  for  the  Southwest  -  to  be  members  of  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board;  further  use  of  rvral  nail  carriers  in  the  work;  maintenance 
of  a  separate  list  of  cotton  reporters;  issuance  of  a  definite  schedule  of 
the  season's  crop  reports;  collection  of  more  foreign  cotton  production  sta- 
tistics; appointment  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  an  Advisory  Board 
composed  of  producers,  manufacturers  and  representatives  of  the  cotton  trade, 
said  committee  or  board  to  advise  with  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  as  to  scope 
and  method  of  the  work  at  such  times  as  it  may  be  called  upon;  and  the  tak- 
ing of  such  steps  as  may  be  found  necessary  looking  to  the  establishment  of 
a  more  frequent  and  complete  price  reporting  service  on  cotton  seed. 
Service  Commended: 

The  committee  was  thoroughly  convinced  that  there  is  no  possibility 
of  a  leak  in  cotton  estimates.     In  coDomending  the  service  the  committee 
said:

U.     FARM  AUTOMOBILES  USED  IVLAINLY  FOP  BUSINESS.   SURl^Ey  SHOWS. 

Automobiles  on  farms  are  used  mainly  for  business  purposes  with 
comparatively  little  use  made  of  the  machines  for  pleasure,  a  recent  farm 
management  survey  showed.     On  1371  farms  surveyed,  923  farmers  reported 
the  ownership  of  1,000  automobiles  or  trucks.     The  owners  of  the  cars 
stated  that  from  two-thirds  to  nine -tenths  of  the  use  of  the  machines  was 
for  farm  business. 

The  touring  car  is  the  most  popular  type  of  automobile  with  these 
farmers  as  it  can  be  used  for  all  purposes,  from  hauling  milk  or  feed  to 
taking  the  children  on  Sunday  picnics.  T-wo-thirds  or  more  of  all  machines 
reported  were  touring  cars.  Trucks  come  next  in  popularity.  Roadsters, 
sedans  and  coupes  were  less  frequently  reported,  totaling  less  than  one- 
tenth  of  all  machines  used,  it  was  determined.

Under  edu- 
cation and  exx^erlence,  axplicants  ijust  sliov;  th^vt  they  have  corapleted  eight 
grades  of  coTincn  school  or  equivalent  education  and  thar.  taey  have  had  e-t 
least  two  years'  experience  in  practical  baking  and  a-t  least  six  months' 
experience  in  research  baking.
